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PREFACE 


A  multitude  of  our  mental  and  physical  peculiarities,  as  well 
as  our  traditional  attitudes,  are  inherited.  These  characteristics 
have  been  living  and  active  in  our  line  of  ancestors  for  centuries. 
We  ourselves  are  to  a  large  degree  a  blending,  a  composite  of  our 
ancestors.  They  in  turn  were  much  like  us. 

This  book  may  chronicle  only  a  name,  a  birth,  a  marriage, 
or  a  death  of  a  remote  relative.  But  that  person  was  a  witness 
if  not  an  actor  in  great  historic  scenes,  and  we  must  picture  him 
as  a  person  similar  to  our  brothers  and  sisters  and  ourselves; 
quite  as  much  alive  and  pulsating  with  all  human  feelings. 

When  the  author  found  records  of  his  own  ancestors,  it  was  to 
him  like  finding  friends.  The  material  in  this  book  has  been 
collected  by  him  as  a  labor  of  love  during  the  past  fifteen  years. 
His  recompense  is  the  satisfaction  that  here  he  enjoys  the  privilege 
of  introducing  to  living  Frosts  their  forgotten  friends  whom  they 
resemble;  kinsmen  whom  they  should  honor.

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THE  NUMBERING  SYSTEM 


THE  CHILDREN  OF  EACH  FAMILY  ARE  GIVEN  NUM¬ 
BERS  IN  THE  ORDER  OF  THEIR  BIRTH,  PRECEDED 
BY  THE  NUMBER  SIMILARLY  GIVEN  TO  EACH 
ANCESTOR. 

Thus  the  seventh  child  of  the  Original  American  Ancestor 
is  given  the  number  7.  The  third  child  of  7  is  73;  the  first  child 
of  73  is  731. 

The  Original  American  Ancestor  has  no  number. 

The  first  figure  in  each  of  these  composite  numbers  shows 
from  which  child  of  the  original  ancestor  the  person  is  descended. 
The  number  of  digits  in  a  number,  plus  one,  gives  the  generation 
of  that  individual;  thus  731  is  of  the  fourth  generation. 

When  ten  or  more  children  in  a  family  occur,  the  two  digits 
are  set  off  by  periods  and  considered  as  one;  thus  76.12.4  is  the 
fourth  child  of  the  twelfth  child,  etc.  These  are  not  read  as 
numbers,  but  as  a  succession  of  digits;  thus  —  “Seven,  six,  twelve, 
four.” 

When  the  number  of  a  child  is  printed  it  shows  that  his  name 
is  listed  with  the  next  generation  as  the  head  of  a  family.  Names 
are  listed  in  the  order  of  their  numbers. 

The  kinship  of  individuals  is  readily  noted  by  comparing 
numbers. 

This  sytem  was  devised  by  the  Publication  Committee  of  the 
Frost  Family  Association  for  this  Genealogy. 
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THE  ORIGIN  OF  AMERICAN  FROSTS 

The  name  “Frost”  is  of  pure  Scandinavian  origin,  and  is 
common  today  in  Denmark  and  those  parts  of  Europe  that  were 
overrun  by  the  Danish  pirates  a  thousand  or  more  years  ago. 
It  seems  certain  that  it  was  brought  into  England,  either  by  the 
Saxons  in  the  fifth  or  the  Danes  in  the  ninth  century. 

Sea  Rovers 

These  peoples  came  of  a  common  stock,  and  were  bold  and 
enterprising  sea-rovers.  Their  lands  offered  but  little  attraction 
for  farming,  but  the  sea  which  surrounded  them  provided  endless 
harvests  of  fish,  their  forests  provided  inexhaustible  supplies  of 
timber  for  ship-building,  and  their  mines  supplied  them  with 
iron  for  tools  and  weapons. 

A  race  of  hardy  and  war-like  sailors  found  it  easier  to  plow 
the  sea  than  the  land,  and  easier  to  steal  the  harvests  of  the 
neighboring  peoples  than  to  reap  their  own.  The  transition  from 
fishermen  to  pirates  was  easy,  and  for  those  times,  natural;  thus 
these  Vikings,  (Creek  Dwellers)  became  the  scourge  of  all  the 
nations  whose  lands  bordered  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea. 

Before  the  Norman  Conquest 

Whether  the  progenitors  of  the  English  Frosts  were  Saxons  or 
Danes,  they  were  certainly  in  England  before  the  Norman  Con¬ 
quest,  (the  Normans  themselves  were  descendants  of  these  same 
sea  rovers)  since  on  the  authority  of  Domesday  Book,  Alwin  Forst 
held  lands  in  County  Hants,  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor; 
i.e.  between  1042  and  1066.  “Forst”  is  the  Saxon  form  of  “Frost.” 

A  Cambridge  Foundation 

For  a  hundred  years  the  writer  finds  no  further  mention  of 
the  name,  but  after  1135,  it  is  of  record  in  nearly  every  generation, 
and  many  of  the  families  appear  to  have  been  of  no  little  impor¬ 
tance.  The  earliest,  and  perhaps  the  most  interesting  record  of 
the  name,  occurs  in  Cambridge,  England,  where  Henry  Frost 
founded  in  1135,  the  Hospital  of  the  Brothers  of  St.  John  the 
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Evangelist.  As  this  is  a  very  interesting  item  in  our  early  family 
history,  the  writer  has  had  the  libraries  of  San  Francisco  and 
Stanford  University  searched  for  information  regarding  it,  and 
has  also  an  interesting  account  which  was  obtained  by  Mr.  George 
H.  Frost,  of  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  from  some  of  the  New  York  libraries. 
From  at  least  half  a  dozen  different  authorities,  the  facts  are 
as  follows:  Henry  Frost,  a  wealthy  and  charitable  Burgess  of 
Cambridge,  gave  a  plot  of  land  and  founded  a  hospital  dedicated 
to  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and  placed  under  the  management 
of  a  body  of  regular  canons  of  the  Augustinian  Order. 

A  “hospital”  at  this  time  was  not  as  we  understand  it,  but  a 
home  where  board  and  lodging  would  be  given  to  those  bound 
together  by  common  practices. 

Out  of  this  hospital  grew  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge, 
England,  which  stands  on  the  identical  lot  given  by  Henry  Frost 
nearly  eight  hundred  years  ago.  One  of  my  authorities  credits 
this  foundation  to  Nigellus,  second  Bishop  of  Ely,  another  to  a 
John  Frost  of  Cambridge,  but  the  preponderance  of  testimony 
is  in  favor  of  Henry  Frost. 

St.  John’s  College  was  founded  in  1509.  “The  site  chosen  for  a 
college  which  held  its  place  through  the  sixteenth  century,  as  the 
first  and  most  brilliant  society  in  the  university,  could  not  have 
been  more  appropriate  than  that  of  St.  John’s  Hospital.” 

“Henry  Frost  ought  never  to  be  forgot,  who  gave  birth  to  so 
noted  a  seat  of  religion,  and  afterwards  to  one  of  the  most  renouned 
seats  of  learning  in  Europe.” 

Scattered  Through  Four  Hundred  Years 

Robert  Frost,  son  of  Henry,  bestowed  a  mesuage  on  the  Priors 
of  St.  John.  Early  in  the  next  century  the  direct  descendants  of 
Henry  Frost  of  Cambridge,  settled  in  County  Suffolk;  hence  he 
was  probably  the  ancestor  of  Elder  Edmund  Frost,  of  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  the  American  progenitor  of  one  line  of  Frosts. 

In  the  “Rolls  of  the  Hundreds”  of  Edward  I  there  is  frequent 
mention  of  the  name  between  1272  and  1307,  and  Walter  Frost 
was  Baliff  of  Hull  in  1364,  and  Mayor  of  the  same  place  in  1372. 

Nicholas  Frost  made  five  hundred  bows  for  King  Henry  IV, 
and  was  paid  3l£,  8s,  for  them.  Between  thirty  and  forty  cents 
each  seems  like  a  small  price  for  such  weapons  as  the  old  English 
long-bows  were.  The  party  who  obtained  this  item  from  the 
exchequer  accounts  of  King  Henry,  failed  to  copy  the  date  of 
the  transaction,  but  Henry  IV  reigned  from  1399  to  1413. 
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In  1449,  Bartholomew  Frost  was  Mayor  of  Thetford. 

In  1511,  John  Frost  was  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Pulham.  His 
will  was  dated  Nov.  6,  of  that  year. 

Margaret,  daughter  of  Walter  Frost,  married  before  1528, 
Joscelyn  Percy,  fourth  son  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland. 

Rev.  John  Frost,  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  married,  Feb.  16,  1595, 
Sarah,  sister  of  Governor  Winthrop,  of  Massachusetts. 

Coats  of  Arms 

Coats  of  Arms  have  been  granted  to  a  number  of  the  English 
Frosts.  The  following  may  be  found  in  Burke’s  General  Armory: 

County  York.  Argent.  A  chevron  sable  between  three  trefoils 
slipped,  vert.  Crest.  An  old  man’s  head  proper  between  two 
sprigs  of  laurel,  vert. 

County  York.  Argent.  A  chevron,  (another,  a  fesse)  gules, 
between  three  trefoils  slipped,  azure.  (No  crest  mentioned.) 

Argent.  On  a  chevron  sable,  between  three  owls  gules,  a 
quatrefoil  or.  (No  owner  or  location  mentioned.) 

County  Suffolk.  Argent.  A  fesse  gules  between  three  trefoils 
azure.  Crest:  A  trefoil  slipped,  between  two  wings  erect,  azure. 

Granted  to  Robert  Frost,  of  Lambeth,  County  Surry.  Argent. 
A  chevron  azure  between  two  thistles  slipped  in  chief,  and  a  hind’s 
head  erased  in  base  proper.  Crest:  A  grey  squirrel  sejant,  semee 
of  estoiles  sable,  collared  and  chained  or,  and  holding  between 
the  paws  a  hazel  branch  fructed  also  proper. 

Meadows  Frost,  of  St.  John’s  House.  Ermine.  Three  pelicans 
chevronwise,  between  two  chevronels  gules;  the  whole  between 
three  trefoils  azure.  Crest:  Between  two  wings  ermine,  each 
charged  with  a  trefoil  azure,  a  mount  vertical,  thereon  a  trefoil 
also  azure.  Motto:  E  terra  germino  ad  coelum  expando. 

Sir  Thomas  Gibbons  Frost,  Knight  of  Dolcorsllyn,  County 
Montgomery.  Argent.  A  pelican  vulting,  between  three  trefoils 
slipped,  vert.  Crest:  On  a  mount  vert.,  between  two  wings  erect 
azure,  each  charged  with  a  quatrefoil  argent,  a  trefoil  slipped, 
of  the  second. 

Granted  to  Rev.  William  Frost,  of  Thorp,  County  Norfolk. 
Argent.  A  chevron  sable  between  three  pellets  each  charged  with 
a  trefoil  or.  Crest:  A  trefoil  between  two  wings,  all  azure.  Motto: 
E  terra,  ad  coelum.  This  same  motto  goes  with  the  arms  of 
Sir  Thomas  G.  Frost,  above. 

On  the  authority  of  Mr.  Walter  L.  Frost,  of  Boston,  the  following 
is  on  the  pew  occupied  by  Edmund  Frost  in  Ipswich,  England, 
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early  in  the  seventeenth  century.  Argent.  A  chevron  gules, 
between  three  trefoils  slipped  in  the  stalk,  azure.  Crest:  A  closed 
helmet  surmounted  by  a  lion  couchant-guardent. 

Puritan  Emigrants 

During  the  seventeenth  century  a  number  of  Frosts  emigrated 
from  England  and  settled  in  New  England.  The  first  of  these 
seems  to  have  been  George  Frost,  who  was  in  Winter  Harbor,  Me., 
as  early  as  1634.  It  is  not  certain,  however,  “whether  he  came 
with  Vines  in  1616,  with  Norton  in  1623,  with  Lewis  and  Boington 
in  1629,  or  with  other  of  the  attempts  to  settle  this  region.” 
One  authority  thinks  that  he  was  probably  from  Binstead  in 
Hampshire. 

Nicholas  Frost,  with  wife  Bertha  and  sons  John  and  Charles, 
came  from  Tiverton,  Devonshire,  England,  and  settled  on  Sturgeon 
Creek,  near  Elliot,  Me.,  in  1634.  The  son  Charles,  was  active 
in  the  Indian  wars,  and  was  ambushed  and  killed  while  on  his 
way  home  from  meeting,  July  4,  1697. 

By  an  indenture  dated,  “Citty  of  Bristoll,  Mar.  25,  1662,”  one 
Nicholas  Frost  binds  himself  to  Thomas  Orchard  for  five  years. 
In  1663,  Orchard  assigned  him  over  to  William  Scadlock,  of 
Wells,  Me.  June  8,  1793,  his  wife  and  two  children  were  carried 
away  by  Indians.  They  seem  to  have  been  released  after  the  war. 
Nicholas  himself  was  captured  about  the  same  date,  and  was 
reported  drowned  in  1698. 

There  was  a  third  Nicholas,  and  the  records  of  the  last  two 
are  greatly  confused.  He  “was  tried  for  theft  at  the  Court  held 
in  York  in  1690,  and  brought  disgrace  on  his  name  at  many  other 
times.”  This  was  probably  the  same  Nicholas  who  was  branded, 
fined  and  banished  in  1632,  for  stealing  from  the  Indians  “and 
other  less  pardonable  crimes.” 

William  Frost  from  Nottingham,  England,  was  in  Boston  as 
early  as  1638.  He  settled  in  Fairfield,  Conn. 

Another  William  came  from  Wales.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a 
Quaker  and  driven  out  of  Plymouth  and  afterwards  out  of  Boston. 
He  finally  settled  at  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  about  1671. 

Edmund  Frost  came  from  Ipswich  with  Rev.  Thomas  Sheperd, 
and  settled  in  Cambridge  in  the  fall  of  1635.  He  was  presiding 
Elder  of  the  Church  there. 

John  Frost  married  Mercy  Payne  in  1665,  and  lived  in 
Connecticut. 

Joseph  Frost  married  Mary  Broadish,  Apr.  10,  1664,  in  Sudbury, 
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Mass.  The  writer  has  not  as  yet  succeeded  in  identifying  either  of 
the  above  Frosts,  and  of  the  latter,  has  no  further  record. 

Thomas  Frost  was  on  board  the  ship  St.  John ,  of  London, 
bound  for  America  via  St.  Christopher,  Oct.  2,  1635.  His  age 
was  28  years. 

Reginold  Frost,  of  Tottnes,  sailed  from  Plymouth,  England, 
to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  in  Feb.  1633.  He  was  a  boy  of  15  years  of  age. 
The  writer  has  no  other  record  of  either  of  the  two  last. 

Other  Frosts  came  both  before  and  after  the  Revolution,  but 
those  mentioned  seem  to  be  the  only  ones  of  whom  we  have  record 
in  the  seventeenth  century. 

Frosts  in  the  Revolution 

The  Frosts  figured  very  largely  in  the  Revolution.  The  roster 
of  Massachusetts  alone  contains  the  names  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy  of  them.  Of  these  seventeen  turned  out  on  the  alarm 
of  April  19,  1775.  They  were  the  following: 

David,  John,  Jonathan,  and  Stephen,  all  of  Cambridge,  were 
privates  in  Capt.  Samuel  Thatcher’s  company.  Col.  Gardiner’s 
regiment. 

Ephraim,  Jacob,  Joseph,  and  Jonathan,  all  of  Tewksbury, 
were  privates  in  Capt.  John  Trull’s  company.  Col.  Ebenezer 
Bridge’s  regiment. 

Benjamin  and  Joseph,  both  of  Tewksbury,  were  privates  in 
Capt.  Jonathan  Brown’s  company,  Col.  David  Green’s  regiment. 

Jonathan  of  Tewksbury  was  in  Lieut.  Thomas  Clark’s  company, 
and  William,  also  of  Tewksbury,  was  in  Capt.  Solomon  Pollard’s 
company.  Both  of  the  above  were  privates. 

John  of  Weston  was  private  under  Capt.  Samuel  Samson, 
Samuel  of  Wrentham,  private  with  Capt.  Oliver  Pond. 

Samuel  of  Framingham,  was  Capt.  Simon  Egell’s  2d  Corporal. 
In  neither  of  the  last  five  cases  is  the  name  of  the  colonel  given. 

Peter  of  Wrentham  was  private  in  Capt.  John  Boyd’s  company. 
Col.  Greaton’s  regiment,  and  William  of  Danvers,  served  under 
Capt.  Samuel  Epes,  Col.  Pickering. 

The  records  do  not  show  how  many  of  these  actually  faced  the 
British  on  Lexington  Common,  but  all  of  them  answered  Paul 
Revere ’s  call  of  alarm  on  that  memorable  occasion. 

As  one  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  name  of  Frost  enlisted 
first  and  last,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  an  equal  number  whose 
mothers  were  daughters  of  Frosts  also  engaged  in  the  struggle 
for  liberty. 
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When  it  is  considered  that  Massachusetts  (including  Maine) 
furnished  this  number,  and  other  New  England  states  probably 
supplied  an  equal  proportion  by  the  name  of  Frost,  or  of  Frost 
blood,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  may  wrell  be  proud  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  record  of  the  Frosts. 

On  the  night  of  March  13,  1775,  there  was  a  clash  between 
the  citizens  of  Westminister,  Vt.,  and  the  civil  officers  of  the 
Crown,  the  former  having  taken  possession  of  the  Courthouse. 
The  sheriff’s  posse  fired  upon  them  and  some  twenty  were  wounded; 
two  of  them,  William  French  and  Daniel  Houghton,  fatally. 
The  tragedy  is  of  interest  to  us,  from  the  fact  that  the  mother  of 
William  French  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Frost,  who 
was  a  grandson  of  James,  son  of  Elder  Edmund  Frost,  of 
Cambridge,  Mass. 

The  following  is  the  inscription  of  the  monument  to  William 
French  in  Westminster,  Vt. 

In  Memory  of  William  French 
Son  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  French  who 
was  Shot  at  Westminister  March  ye  13th 
1775  by  the  Hands  of  Cruel  Ministerial 
Tools  of  George  ye  3d  in  the  Courthouse  at 
All  a’clock  at  night  in  the  22d  Year  of 

IIis  Age 

Here  William  French  his  Body  lies. 

For  Murder  his  Blood  for  Vengeance  cries. 

King  George  the  third,  his  Tory  crew, 
tha  with  a  bawl  his  head  Shot  threw. 

For  Liberty  and  his  Country’s  Good, 
he  Lost  his  Life  his  Dearest  blood. 

This  is  generally  considered  to  have  been  “the  first  blood  in 
the  Revolution”;  but  in  fact  there  was  an  affray  between  the 
citizens  of  Salem  and  a  detachment  of  British  soldiers,  on  Sunday, 
Feb.  26,  1775,  in  which  one  man  was  bayoneted  but  not  fatally; 
so  that  the  first  man  who  actually  laid  down  his  life,  was  of  the 
Frost  blood. 

As  is  to  be  expected,  the  Frost  name  appears  on  the  roster  of 
every  American  war  that  has  been  fought  since  that  of  King  Philip 
in  the  seventeenth  century.  In  the  Civil  War  both  the  Blue  and 
the  Grey  were  worn  by  men  of  the  name  and  blood. 
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The  Puritans 

Our  Puritan  forefathers  of  the  seventeenth  century  were, 
according  to  present-day  standards,  narrow-minded,  bigoted  and 
intolerant.  Driven  from  England  by  the  persecution  of  the 
dominant  church,  on  reaching  New  England,  they  insisted  that 
those  who  did  not  agree  with  them  should  keep  away. 

There  is  some  truth  in  the  lines  that  were  written  some  years 
ago  by  a  prominent  member  of  the  Frost  Family  Association, 
in  response  to  a  toast  to  “Our  Puritan  Forefathers.” 

“You  prayed  God  to  keep  you  from  all  persecution, 

You  prayed  that  all  others  might  think  same  as  you, 

And  that  if  they  did  not,  you  might  found  a  nation, 

With  courage  and  zeal  to  persecute  too. 

“You  preached  the  old  doctrine  of  fore-ordination; 

You  preached  of  the  doom  that  awaited  the  lost; 

You  preached  them  a  little  of  Heaven’s  salvation, 

Through  Him  who  did  die,  and  did  count  not  the  cost.” 

However,  our  progenitors  of  three  hundred  years  ago  stand 
high  when  judged  by  seventeenth  -  century  standards.  They 
were  most  sincere  in  their  faith,  and  lived  their  lives  and  served 
their  God  according  to  their  lights.  Theirs  was  an  age  of  super¬ 
stition.  Belief  in  witchcraft  was  universal,  and  their  Bible,  which 
they  interpreted  literally,  said,  “ye  shall  not  suffer  a  witch  to  live.” 

While  they  banished  the  Quakers,  every  student  of  early 
New  England  history  knows  that  the  members  of  that  sect  were 
particularly  aggravating,  and  for  the  same  practices  would  be 
well  punished  in  our  own  day.  On  the  other  hand  let  us  remember 
that  the  Puritans  started  most  of  the  ideas  which  produced  the 
greatness  of  America. 

Interesting  Laws 

Some  of  the  ordinances  of  our  Puritan  ancestors  might  well 
be  added  to  our  statute  books  today.  For  instance  on  April  4, 
1636,  the  Selectmen  of  Cambridge:  “Ordered,  that  whosoever 
finds  a  cock,  hen  or  turkey  in  a  garden,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them 
to  receive  three  pence  from  the  owner;  and  if  they  refuse  to  pay, 
then  kill  the  same.” 

We  are  not  informed  whether  it  is  the  “cock,  hen  or  turkey” 
or  the  “owner”  that  is  to  be  killed. 

Evidently  those  early  New  Englanders  had  no  use  for  those 
enterprising  speculators,  who  held  lands  vacant  and  unimproved. 
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until  the  improvements  made  by  their  still  more  enterprising 
neighbors  had  doubled  or  trebled  the  value  of  the  lands  of  said 
speculators,  for  on  Jan.  5,  1634-5,  it  was  “Ordered,  that  who¬ 
soever  hath  any  lot  granted  by  the  town  and  shall  not  improve 
the  same,  then  it  is  to  return  to  the  town.” 

On  Jan.  7,  1632-3  “it  was  agreed  by  joint  consent  that  the 
town  shall  not  be  enlarged  until  all  the  vacant  places  be  filled 
with  houses.”  Another  discouragement  to  “boom  town”  specu¬ 
lators,  who  cover  the  country  for  miles  around,  with  “additions,” 
and  ask  more  for  the  land  per  lot  than  it  is  worth  per  acre. 

Our  Later  Generations 

The  descendants  of  those  pioneers  who  brought  the  Frost 
name  to  New  England  nearly  three  hundred  years  ago,  have 
now  reached  the  ninth  and  tenth  generations.  Every  state  in 
the  Union,  as  well  as  Canada,  has  its  quota,  and  the  mailing 
list  of  the  Frost  Family  Association,  contains  addresses  from 
Honolulu,  Hawaiian  Islands,  to  Natal  in  South  Africa.  Every 
walk  in  life  has  its  representatives  of  the  name,  and  many  of 
them  have  risen  to  eminence  in  the  world  of  science,  arts,  literature 
and  the  professions,  while  in  every  generation,  a  full  proportion 
have  graced  the  pulpit. 

The  writer  does  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  intimating  that 
as  a  class,  those  who  bear  the  Frost  name  are  any  better  than 
their  neighbors;  human  nature  is  very  much  alike,  and  there 
are  “black  sheep  in  every  flock”;  doubtless  the  Frost  flock  con¬ 
tains  a  full  proportion  of  them.  Heredity  in  America  counts  for 
little.  It  is  not  who  your  father  was,  but  who  are  you? 

“  Guard  your  good  name  at  any  cost, 

Ye  men  who  bear  the  name  of  Frost. 

Frost,  Fernald,  Downing,  Shapleigh,  Heard, 

A  nuggest  of  gold  is  every  word. 

Blush  town  with  pride,  such  names  as  these, 

Voiced  by  billow  and  bird  and  breeze, 

Are  a  richer  dower,  a  costlier  crown, 

Than  any  that  kings  have  handed  down.” 

Hence,  it  is  up  to  the  present  generation  to  see  that  theirs  is 
indeed,  “the  honored  name  of  Frost.” 
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A  Word  to  Young  Frosts 

If  your  name  is  in  this  book  you  may  have  something  like  a 
hundred  Puritan  Ancestors.  The  sons  of  the  First  Comers  married 
Puritan  girls  —  no  others  in  sight !  Their  sons  must  have  married 
girls  with  four  Puritan  grandparents.  And  so  it  went  on.  You 
are  descended  not  only  from  the  Frosts,  but  from  many  other 
“first  families.” 

Now  the  Puritans  were  remarkable  folks.  They  did  not  reach 
perfection,  or  even  consistency,  at  one  jump,  but  they  started 
ways  of  thinking  that  meant  perpetual  progress.  They  were 
ready  to  suffer  for  their  ideals.  See  their  earnestness  in  the  Bible 
names  they  gave  their  children,  and  the  Mayflower  names  like 
Desire,  Constance,  Resolved  and  Remember.  They  had  no  one 
great  leader,  but  they  kept  springing  up  all  over  England  —  men 
studying  as  to  the  best  kind  of  church  and  the  best  kind  of  govern¬ 
ment.  Naturally  the  king  and  the  bishops  found  such  people 
in  their  way,  and  they  proceeded  to  pass  laws  ‘‘to  prevent  differ¬ 
ences  of  opinion!”  People  who  held  meetings  outside  the  estab¬ 
lished  church  were  put  in  prison  or  had  their  ears  cut  off. 

So  some  of  the  more  resolute  Puritans  came  to  far-off  New 
England  where  kings  and  bishops  could  not  afford  to  follow  them 
up.  The  first  came  to  Plymouth  in  1620.  There  and  at  Salem  and 
“The  Bay”  they  tried  out  their  ideas  of  state  and  church  and 
warned  off  all  intruders.  But  by  1640  the  Puritan  migration 
stopped.  By  that  time  they  were  so  numerous  in  England  that 
they  could  resist  the  king.  Cromwell  and  the  English  Revolution 
establishing  the  rights  of  the  people  were  just  ahead. 

During  these  twenty  years,  1620-1640,  old  Josselyn  says  that 
198  ships  brought  21,200  people  to  New  England.  Bancroft  in 
1839  estimated  that  one  third  of  the  people  in  the  United  States 
were  descended  from  these  Puritans.  And  it  was  precisely  this 
third  that  was  first  and  foremost  in  establishing  the  American 
form  of  government,  the  American  standards  of  religion,  morality 
and  education,  and  American  literature,  to  say  nothing  of  x4merican 
inventions  and  business  thrift. 
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Just  read  the  first  volumes  of  Bancroft  and  Woodrow  Wilson, 
and  you  will  have  added  thrills  as  you  trace  your  family  lines 
back  to  Cambridge,  Kittery,  or  Plymouth.

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PART  I 

EDMUND  FROST 

Edmund  Frost  was  born  in  County  Suffolk,  England,  very  early 
in  the  seventeenth  century.  About  all  that  is  known  of  his  parent¬ 
age  is  that  his  father’s  name  was  John  and  that  he  had  a  brother 
also  named  John,  but  which  of  the  brothers  was  the  elder  is  not  of 
record.  The  general  opinion  is  that  his  father  was  one  of  the 
Puritan  clergymen  who  were  silenced  by  Archbishop  Laud. 
Some  of  his  biographers  undertake  to  prove  that  he  was  not  a 
a  clergyman,  silenced  or  otherwise,  but  in  the  writer’s  opinion 
said  biographers  have  entirely  failed  to  make  out  a  case. 

However  that  may  be,  Edmund  seems  to  have  been  a  prominent 
member  of  the  congregation  of  Rev.  Thomas  Sheperd  in  England, 
as  he  certainly  was  in  Massachusetts.  There  is  no  record  of  the 
date  of  his  marriage,  nor  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife.  Her 
Christian  name  was  Thomasine,  and  they  had  a  son  born  in 
England  before  1635.  In  that  year  he  came  with  wife  and  infant 
son  to  Massachusetts,  either  with,  or  two  months  before,  Rev. 
Thomas  Sheperd.  Here  again  authorities  differ;  some  say  that  he 
came  in  the  ship  Great  Hope,  others  say  in  the  Defence.  Savage’s 
Genealogical  Dictionary  says  that  he  “came  in  the  Great  Hope 
in  1635,  from  Ipswich,  having  embarked  with  Rev.  Thomas 
Sheperd,  who  left  that  ship  and  came  in  one  not  so  good,  probably 
the  Defence ,  from  London.”  Matthew’s  American  Armory  and 
Blue  Book,  also  says  that  he  came  in  the  Great  Hope. 

Others  say  that  the  Great  Hope  was  wrecked  in  1634,  off 
Yarmouth,  England,  and  that  Sheperd’s  party  took  passage  in 
the  Defence  the  next  year.  If,  however,  the  Great  Hope  was 
wrecked  in  1634,  she  could  not  have  been  very  badly  wrecked, 
since  she  was  in  Boston  Harbor  in  the  summer  of  1635.  Governor 
Winthrop  writes  in  his  Journal,  under  date  of  Aug.  16, 1635,  “The 
Great  Hope  of  Ipswich,  being  about  four  hundred  tons,  was  driven 
on  ground  at  Mr.  Hoff’s  Point,  and  being  brought  back  presently 
by  a  northwest  wind,  ran  on  shore  at  Charlestown.”  At  this  time 
a  severe  southeaster  was  blowing,  “that  drave  ships  from  their 
anchors.  ” 

Whatever  doubt  there  may  be  as  to  the  ship  that  brought 
Edmund  Frost,  there  is  none  as  to  that  in  which  Mr.  Sheperd 
came,  since  Winthrop  tells  us  in  that  same  Journal,  Oct.  6,  1635, 
that  “Here  arrived  two  great  ships,  the  Defence  and  the  Abigail , 
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with  Mr.  Wilson,  Pastor  of  Boston,  Mr.  Sheperd,  .  .  .  and 

other  ministers.  ” 

Whatever  ship  brought  him,  he  arrived  in  Cambridge  in  1635. 
He  and  Richard  Champney  were  installed  as  Elders,  Feb.  11,  1636. 
About  1639,  he  bought  from  Thomas  Blodgett,  an  estate  on  the 
westerly  side  of  Dunster  Street,  between  Mount  Auburn  Street 
and  Harvard  Square,  on  which  stood  the  church-house  and  the 
residence  of  Govornor  Dudley.  This  he  soon  sold  and  bought  a 
house  on  Garden  Street  opposite  what  is  now  Waterhouse  Street 
and  about  one  hundred  yards  from  the  site  of  the  Washington 
Elm  and  just  by  the  Whitefield  Elm.  (See  II  on  plan.)  Later  he 
acquired  ten  acres  on  Kirkland  Street,  including  the  site  of  the 
present  Divinity  School. 

“He  was  reputed  to  be  rich  in  faith  and  manifestly  enjoyed  the 
confidence  of  Sheperd  and  his  church.  Yet  he  had  trial  of  earthly 
poverty,  .  .  .  and  he  possessed  little  beyond  his  homestead, 

and  his  pressing  wants  were  relieved  by  the  church.”  Thus  we 
find  the  following  records: 

“1638-9.  Given  to  Elder  Frost  the  18  of  January,  20s. 

Given  to  Elder  Frost  the  22  of  the  3d  month  20s. 

Given  to  Elder  Frost  toward  his  building  40s. 

To  Elder  Frost  we  sent  the  15  of  the  5th  month  in  beefe,  chese, 
candle  and  money  to  buy  corne  in  all  20s.” 

“  1640.  To  our  Elder  Frost  the  20  of  the  3d  month  30s.  ” 

“Item,  payd  Elder  Frost  for  a  years  allowence  wch  was  due  at 
midsummer  in  the  year  1643,  I  say  pd  him  by  101.  ” 

“Item.  Mr.  Harlakendon  gave  the  church  a  legacye  of  20£,  wch 
wee  receved  a  young  cow  for  it  of  Mr.  Pellham  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1640.  Wee  gave  the  summers  milk  of  the  cow  to  brother 
Towne  and  brother  John  French;  the  first  calfe  dyed.  The  winter- 
inge  cost  to  John  Stone  25s  wch  some  the  second  calfe  was  sold 
for.  The  second  summers  milk  wee  gave  to  sister  Manninge 
and  brother  John  French.  The  3d  summers  milke  was  yelded 
Elder  Frost  and  also  the  winteringe  of  it.  The  beginning  of  the 
year  1643  wee  yelded  it  Elder  Frost  for  his  own;  at  that  time  it 
was  worth  but  5£.  ” 

The  fact  that  the  value  of  the  cow  decreased  in  three  years 
from  20  pounds  to  5,  does  not  indicate  any  deterioration  of  the 
animal,  but  was  simply  an  illustration  of  the  universal  law  of 
“supply  and  demand.”  At  this  time,  by  importations  from 
England,  as  well  as  by  natural  increase,  cattle  became  somewhat 
of  a  drug  on  the  market. 

In  that  same  year,  1643,  “Sister  Albone,  Eldar  Frost,  Brother 
Banbrick,  brother  Syll,  sister  Manninge  and  sister  Stephenson,” 
each  received  “1  bottell  sack  lid”.  June  9,  1652,  the  territory 
of  Shawshine,  now  Billerica,  was  divided,  and  Lot  No.  59,  of 
two  hundred  acres  was  assigned  to  Edmund  Frost,  which  seems 
to  have  so  relieved  his  poverty,  that  for  twenty  years  there  is  no 
record  of  any  further  benefactions  to  him  from  the  church.  The 
last  that  appears  in  the  records  is  the  following: 
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“Eldar  Frost  liing  a  longe  time  weake  with  others  of  his  family 
alsoe  having  the  ague  at  the  same  time  the  church  see  meete 
to  make  a  contribution  for  his  relefe  upon  June  16,  1672.  The 
sume  gathered  was  in  cash  7.  4.  9.  and  in  other  pay  2.  5.  8.”  He 
died  a  month  later,  July  12,  1672.  In  his  will  dated  April  16, 
1672,  he  mentions  his  wife  Reana  and  all  of  his  children,  gives  to 
Jacob  French  and  his  wife  two  fifths,  and  to  the  children  of 
Golden  More  three  fifths,  of  the  value  of  “my  old  mare  and  my 
young  gelding,”  which  mare  and  gelding  are  to  be  sold  to  the 
best  advantage.  He  also  gives  to  Harvard  College  forty  shillings, 
and  to  “mr  Alcocks  sone  at  ye  Colledge”  twenty  shillings. 

His  wife  Thomasine  died  before  1653,  since  his  youngest  child 
Sarah,  was  his  daughter  by  his  second  wife  Mary  .  .  .  She 

died  before  1669  and  he  married  Reana,  widow  of  Robert  Daniel. 
She  was  his  third  wife  and  he  was  her  fourth  husband.  His  sons 
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John,  Samuel,  Joseph  and  Ephraim  were  the  executors  of  his 
estate. 

Not  less  than  three  distinct  and  separate  Coats  of  Arms 
have  been  accredited  to  Edmund  Frost,  by  as  many  different 
authorities.  In  Matthew’s  “American  Armory  and  Blue  Book,” 
Addenda,  page  100,  will  be  found  the  following: 

“Edmund  Frost 

Came  to  New  England  in  the  Great  Hope  from  Ipswich  Eng. 
1635.  Arms  argent.  A  chevron  sable  between  three  trefoils  slipped, 
vert.  Crest;  An  old  man’s  head  proper  between  two  sprigs  of 
laurel  vert.” 

In  Crozier’s  “General  Armory,”  page  60,  is  the  following: 

“Frost.  Massachusetts. 

Edmund  Frost,  Cambridge,  1635. 

(Ipswich,  Essex)  (Suffolk  Co.) 

Argent.  A  chevron  sable  between  three  pellets  each  charged 
with  a  trefoil  or. 

Crest:  A  trefoil  between  two  wings  all  azure. 

Motto:  E  terra  ad  coelum.” 

Mr.  Walter  L.  Frost  of  Boston  has,  in  his  possession,  a  copy  of 
a  coat  of  arms  which  he  claims  is  the  true  Edmund  Frost 
arms,  viz.: 

Argent.  A  chevron  gules  between  three  trefoils  erased  in  the 
stalk  azure. 

Crest:  On  a  closed  helmet,  a  lion  couchant-guardant. 

Of  these  three  coats  of  arms,  Burke’s  “General  Armory” 
credits  the  first  to  “Frost,  County  York”  and  so  does  Fairbairn’s 
“Book  of  Crests.”  The  second,  Burke  says,  was  “granted  to 
Rev.  William  Frost,  of  Thorp,  County  Norfolk.  On  page  52  of 
“The  Frost  Family  in  England  and  America/'  these  arms  are 
said  to  belong  to  the  Frosts  of  St.  John’s  House.  But  according 
to  Burke,  the  arms  of  “Meadows  Frost  of  St.  John’s  House” 
are  entirely  different.  The  third  coat  mentioned,  is  credited 
by  Burke  to  Frost  of  County  York,  but  he  does  not  mention 
any  crest. 

Anyone  who  has  given  the  least  attention  to  the  study  of 
heraldry,  knows  that  arms  are  an  individual  and  not  a  family 
possession;  hence,  like  an  entailed  estate,  descend  only  to  the  eldest 
son  of  each  generation.  Therefore  if  Edmund  Frost  was  entitled 
to  any  of  the  above  arms,  his  present-day  descendants  are  not. 
The  writer’s  father  had  the  crest  of  “an  old  man’s  head  etc.” 
engraved  for  his  seal,  which  seal  the  writer  uses  in  his  official 
correspondence;  but  he  does  not  claim  that  either  his  father  or 
himself  had  any  right  to  said  crest,  except  the  right  that  so  many 
Americans  arrogate  to  themselves,  that  of  “snapping  up  uncon¬ 
sidered  trifles”  and  converting  them  to  their  own  use. 

Edmund  Frost  had  nine  children,  eight  by  his  first  wife  Thom- 
asine,  and  the  youngest,  Sarah,  by  his  second,  Mary.  They  were:

The  original  will  of  Edmund  Frost,  and  the  inventory  of  his 
estate,  are  on  file  in  the  Probate  Court,  at  Cambridge,  Mass. 
The  will  was  published  in  1909,  in  “The  Frost  Family  in  England 
and  America,”  hence  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  it  here.  The 
party,  however,  who  copied  the  will,  seems  to  have  totally  ignored 
the  inventory,  a  document  of  much  greater  interest.  It  is  here 
given  for  the  first  time.

The  total  amount  of  the  estate  is  not  footed  up  in  the  original 
inventory,  but  it  amounts  to  118£,  15s,  lOd.  That  the  Elder 
was  a  very  good  writer  for  his  time,  is  evidenced  by  the  signature 
to  his  will,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

SECOND  GENERATION 

1  JOHN  FROST,  the  eldest  of  the  children  of  Edmund  and 
Thomasine,  and  the  only  one  who  was  not  a  native  of  Cambridge, 
was  born  in  England  about  1632;  hence  he  was  about  three  years 
of  age  when  his  parents  emigrated  from  Ipswich.  He  married, 
June  6,  1666,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Thomas  Andrew.  He  died 
before  Sept.  30,  1672,  since  on  that  day  administration  was 
granted  to  the  widow  Rebecca  for  herself  and  three  children. 

She  married,  Feb.  9,  1674,  George  Jacobs,  Jr.,  of  Danvers,  and 
was  mixed  up  in  the  witchcraft  delusion  in  1692,  along  with  the 
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whole  Jacobs  family.  On  May  10  of  that  year,  George  Jacobs,  Sr., 
and  his  granddaughter  were  arrested,  and  four  days  later  warrants 
were  issued  for  the  arrest  of  Daniel  Andrew,  George  Jacobs,  Jr.,' 
his  wife,  Rebecca,  and  six  others.  Andrews  and  Jacobs,  Jr.,  heard 
of  the  warrant  and  skipped  out,  but  the  others  were  arrested  and 
tried  for  witchcraft. 

The  victims  of  the  delusion,  both  male  and  female,  were  stripped 
and  searched  for  “witchmarks.”  Marshall  Herrick,  who  seems  to 
have  been  quite  an  expert  witchfinder,  found  upon  George  Jacobs, 
Sr.,  “a  witch-teat  about  one-quarter  inch  long  or  better,  with  a 
sharp  point  dropping  dowmward  so  that  I  took  a  pin,  and  run  it 
through  said  teat,  but  there  was  neither  water,  blood  or  corrup¬ 
tion,  nor  any  other  matter.  Jacobs  was  convicted  on  the  fifth, 
and  executed  on  the  nineteenth  of  August,  1692. 

“A  tradition  exists  that  the  body  of  Jacobs  was  buried  on  his 
own  farm.  Remains,  undoubtedly  his,  were  exhumed  in  1864, 
and  were  reinterred  in  the  same  place.” 

In  January,  1693,  a  new  Court  appointed  by  Governor  Phipps, 
sat  at  Salem,  acquitted  Rebecca  Jacobs  and  Martha  Jacobs,  the 
latter  probably  granddaughter  of  George,  Sr.,  who  was  arrested 
with  him.

There  seems  to  be  less  record  of  the  descendants  of  John  Frost 
than  of  any  of  the  other  children  of  Edmund  and  Thomasine. 
About  all  that  the  writer  can  find  is,  that  John,  the  eldest  child, 
was  a  mason  living  in  Salem  in  1696,  and  that  Thomas,  the  young¬ 
est,  was  a  weaver  of  Cambridge  at  the  same  time. 


THIRD  GENERATION 

12  REBECCA  FROST,  daughter  of  John  and  Rebecca,  born 
Dec.  3,  1669,  married  Deacon  Joseph  Coolidge.  He  was  the  son  of 
Simon,  and  grandson  of  John,  born  in  Watertown,  May  31, 1666.  He 
was  in  Cambridge  as  early  as  1696,  when  he  purchased  an  estate 
on  Harvard  Street,  extending  from  Holyoke  to  Bow  Street.  He 
was  a  tailor,  and  accumulated  a  large  estate.  He  was  a  selectman 
1713,  1714  and  1730,  and  Deacon  of  the  Church  from  Jan.  22, 
1718,  until  his  death,  Dec.  17,  1737.  His  widow,  Rebecca,  died 
July  1,  1750.

SECOND  GENERATION 

SAMUEL  FROST,  the  third  child  of  Elder  Edmund  Frost, 
of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  was  born  there  Feb.  13,  1638-9.  In  1663,  he 
was  accepted  as  an  inhabitant  of  Billerica,  Mass.,  and  about  the 
same  time  he  married  Mary  Cole,  by  whom  he  had  three  children. 
She  died  before  1674,  and  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Rev.  John  Miller,  who  settled  in  Dorchester  in  1636.* 

About  the  time  of  his  second  marriage,  Samuel  Frost  removed 
to  Billerica,  and  took  up  the  citizenship  to  which  he  had  been 
accepted  ten  years  previously.  He  was  a  physician,  and  also 
seems  to  have  been  a  building  contractor,  since  in  1680  he  con¬ 
tracted  to  build  a  gallery  in  the  church,  under  the  following 
specifications. 

It  was  to  be  erected  “upon  the  beams,  to  make  one  seat  in 
front,  &  to  floor  it  on  the  backside  to  the  rooffe  of  the  house,  &  set 
a  bench  behind  it,  such  an  one  as  that  place  will  admit  of.  And 
two  seats  on  each  side,  upon  the  beams,  the  foremost  of  each 
seat  to  come  down  as  low  as  the  under  side  of  the  beames,  that  is, 
the  underside  of  the  joyce  to  be  even  with  the  champfering  of  the 
beames,  &  so  all  three  fore  seats  to  be  even  at  ye  bottom.  The 
seats  of  the  fore  side  seats  shall  be  over  the  beames,  and  but  a 
little  above  them.  The  hindmost  side  seats  shall  be  behind  and 
above  the  beames,  each  seat  to  be  comely  closed  with  rails  and 
boards  as  is  usual  in  such  work,  the  fore  seat  with  ballisters. 
The  floors  made  comely  and  close  joynted  to  preserv  the  dirt 
from  falling  down.  All  the  seats  to  be  finished  comely,  according 
to  the  usual  manner  of  such  worke,  with  a  sufficient  paire  of  staires 
to  them,  and  a  floor  to  cary  the  seats,  the  hind  seat  at  the  west 
end  to  reach  from  rooffe  to  rooffe.  And  to  make  a  casement 
window  of  two  foot  square  in  the  cleare,  and  put  it  up  at  ye  east 
end  of  the  house  above  the  collarbeame.  To  find  all  the  stuffe  and 
nails  and  boards  and  carting  at  his  own  charges,  all  the  timber 
to  be  sound  and  good,  and  the  work  well  wrought,  workmanlike 
according  to  ye  nature  of  such  worke  (glass  excepted)  and  the 
work  to  be  done  by  ye  last  of  March  next.” 

According  to  Paige’s  “History  of  Cambridge,”  Dr.  Samuel  Frost 
died  Aug.  12,  1711.  But  in  the  Billerica  Vital  Records  there  is 

*  Rev.  John  Miller  was  one  of  the  few  university  graduates  among  the  early 
settlers  (Caius  College,  Cambridge,  England,  1627).  He  was  first  assistant  to 
Eliot,  Apostle  to  the  Indians.  He  rejected  a  mission  to  Virginia,  was  pastor  at 
Rowley  and  Yarmouth,  Mass.,  and  died  at  Groton,  Mass.,  1663.  Two  sons  of 
Edmund  Frost  (Samuel  and  Joseph)  married  two  Miller  daughters. 
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record  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Samuel  Frost,  Jan.  7,  1712-13.  and 
of  another  Dr.  Samuel  Frost,  Jan.  7,  1717-18.  There  seems  to 
be  no  record  of  the  death  of  either  of  his  wives.

by  the  Assessor.”  From  Sept.  11,  to  Dec.  25,  1755,  he  was  in 
Capt.  Ebenezer  Moulton’s  company,  Colonel  Pomeroy’s  regiment, 
in  the  Crown  Point  Expedition. 

He  died  in  Monson,  Mass.,  in  1707,  leaving  widow  Deliverance 
and  seven  daughters.

315  EBENEZER  FROST,  son  of  Samuel  and  Experience, 
born  in  Springfield,  Nov.  9,  1701,  married  327  Elizabeth  Frost, 
daughter  of  Isaac  and  Mary,  hence  his  own  first  cousin.  His 
first  son  was  born  in  Springfield  (1732-3),  and  he  afterwards 
removed  to  Brimfield,  where  he  bought  land  in  1743  and  at  other 
times. 

June  27,  1798,  he  sold  land  to  Daniel  Frost,  probably  the  son 
of  Ebenezer,  Jr.  This  was  about  his  last  business  transaction,  since 
he  died  July  11,  of  the  same  year.  His  wife  died  December  1760. 

He,  with  his  brother  Samuel  and  a  Jonathan  Frost,  whom  the 
writer  has  not  as  yet  identified,  were  in  Captain  Moulton’s  com¬ 
pany,  in  the  Crown  Point  Expedition  of  1755,  and  he  was  also  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolution.

A  farm  in  Orwell 
Township  was  purchased,  and  he  worked  upon  it  until  he  reached 
his  majority,  when  he  started  out  for  himself  without  a  cent. 

He  married  in  Wysox,  Dec.  8,  1841,  Miss  Chloe  Hill  of  that 
place,  and  took  her  home  in  Rush  Township,  Susquehanna  County. 
He  purchased  on  credit  the  Ross  Mill,  with  ten  acres  of  land  in 
Middletown  in  that  county,  and  built  a  good  house,  and  a  mill. 

The  water-power,  however,  proved  to  be  insufficient,  and  he 
sold  the  property,  moved  to  Potterville,  where  he  bought  a  half 
interest  in  the  old  Matthews  Mill,  which  was  supposed  to  have  an 
unfailing  water-power.  Again  he  was  disappointed,  for  the  supply 
proved  insufficient.  The  story  was  repeated  with  the  Sugar  Creek 
Mill. 
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He  disposed  of  his  interests  in  the  Potterville  and  Sugar  Creek 
Mills,  moved  to  Towanda,  and  purchased  a  furniture  and  under¬ 
taking  business.  In  1869  he  built  a  furniture  factory  on  Charles 
Street.  This  building  with  all  its  contents  was  entirely  destroyed 
by  fire,  and  Mr.  Frost  purchased,  in  1882,  the  foundry  property  of 
Colonel  Means.  He  enlarged  the  wood- working  department,  and 
in  four  weeks’  time  had  seventy-five  men  at  work. 

Misfortune  seemed  to  camp  on  Mr.  Frost’s  trail,  and  a  steam 
saw-mill  which  he  owned  in  Monroe  Township,  together  with 
1,500,000  feet  of  manufactured  lumber  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

About  this  time,  Mr.  Frost’s  sons,  who  were  associated  with  him, 
found  that  the  factory  was  not  large  enough  for  their  increasing 
trade,  so  they  erected  the  present  commodious  factory. 

Mr.  Frost  was  a  trustee  of  the  Susquehanna  Collegiate  Institute 
from  its  organization  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  school 
director  and  held  other  township  offices  in  Pottersville,  was 
a  trustee  and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  church  in  that  place.

The  following  is  from  the  Madison  County  History,  published 
in  1899. 

“Frost,  Clark  A.,  son  of  Josiah  A.  and  Adella  (Wood)  Frost,  was 
born  in  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  13,  1852.  His  grandfather,  Jacob  G. 
Frost,  came  from  Stockbridge,  Mass.,  to  this  region  among  the 
earliest  settlers,  driving  an  ox  team  and  bringing  his  family. 
He  settled  on  East  Hill  in  the  present  town  of  Stockbridge,  and 
bought  land  of  the  Indians,  for  which  he  was  afterward  compelled 
to  pay  the  state.  His  son,  Josiah  A.,  was  in  early  life  a  farmer, 
and  subsequently  a  builder  and  contractor  in  Oneida,  erecting  the 
Oneida  Seminary.  He  died  June  18, 1890.  Clark  A.  Frost  attended 
the  old  Oneida  Seminary,  and  began  business  in  the  Oneida 
jewelry  store  of  Henry  Williams.  Later  he  worked  in  like  capacity 
for  Dwight  Chapin,  in  whose  store  he  bought  an  interest,  forming 
the  firm  of  Chapin  &  Frost,  which  continued  fifteen  years.  Mr. 
Frost  served  six  years  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  education. 
He  married,  Apr.  14,  1881,  Alice  Bender,  daughter  of  Silas 
Bender.  He  was  mayor  of  Oneida  in  1909.”

In  his  seventy- 
fifth  year  Mr.  Frost  lived  at  Dodge  Center,  Minn.,  on  a  small 
farm  of  twelve  and  one-half  acres,  which  he  cultivated  with  the 
help  of  his  twelve-year-old  son. 

Born  in  Stockbridge,  N.  Y.,  in  1844,  he  moved  to  Minnesota 
with  his  parents  in  1856  at  the  age  of  twelve.  He  drove  what  was 
called  a  “breaking  team,”  which  was  usually  made  up  of  from 
three  to  seven  yoke  of  oxen.  He  put  in  a  man’s  work  breaking 
prairie  for  different  farmers.  He  worked  from  ’56  to  63,  when 
he  enlisted  in  Company  B,  2d  Minnesota  Cavalry.  He  writes: 

“I  enlisted  on  the  seventh  of  November,  1863,  at  Fort  Smith, 
Minn., where  we  stayed  until  the  twenty-seventh  of  December,  1863. 
Then  we  started  for  Fort  Ripley,  reaching  there  January  2,  1864. 

“May  first  we  were  ordered  to  Fort  Ridgley  to  form  the  expedi¬ 
tion  to  cross  the  plains.  We  marched  to  Fort  Sully,  arriving 
there  July  first.  We  marched  up  the  river  to  Fort  Rice,  crossed 
the  river  there  and  struck  across  country  to  the  Cannonball 
River.  We  reached  the  Little  Heart  River  the  latter  part  of  July, 
where  we  had  our  first  battle  with  the  Indians,  on  the  Ta-ht-kouty 
Mountain.  The  whole  of  our  force  was  only  about  two  thousand 
two  hundred  men  and  the  Indians  numbered  about  six  thousand 
warriors.  We  defeated  the  Indians  and  camped  on  the  battle¬ 
ground. 
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“On  August  eighth  we  resumed  the  march  on  the  Bad  Lands, 
which  General  Sully  described  as  ‘Hell  with  the  fires  out/  It  was  a 
most  desolate,  burned  out  place,  for  the  coal  had  burned  out 
underneath,  and  left  only  the  red,  burned  out  pinnacles,  mounds 
and  holes  all  over;  an  indescribable  wilderness. 

“We  marched  through  this  wilderness  or  bad  lands  for  four 
days,  fighting  small  harassing  groups  of  Indians.  Here  on  the 
second  day  I  was  shot  through  the  flesh  of  my  forearm  with  an 
arrow,  which,  by  the  way,  was  the  only  wound  I  got,  I  am  glad  to 
say,  on  the  whole  march. 

“We  got  through  the  Bad  Lands  and  reached  Fort  Rice,  Septem¬ 
ber  eighth.  On  the  tenth,  we  were  sent  to  relieve  Captain  Fisk. 
We  accomplished  our  object,  and  returned  September  30. 

“In  due  time  we  returned  to  Fort  Rice  with  the  rescued  party. 

“We  were  at  the  Indian  payments  in  Crow  Wing,  Leech  Lake 
and  Mille  Lac  Agency,  in  the  fall  of  1865,  and  were  mustered 
out  of  the  service  December  first  of  that  year.  During  our  marches 
we  had  a  chance  to  shoot  several  buffalo  and  antelope.  There 
were  vast  herds  of  them/,

In  the  division  of  Shawshine,  now 
called  Billerica,  Lot  No.  49,  of  two  hundred  acres,  was  assigned  to 
the  Elder,  which  lot  he  divided  among  his  sons.  On  the  fourth 
of  January,  1663,  James  Frost  and  his  brother  Samuel  were 
accepted  as  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  James  settled  there  at 
once,  where  he  seems  to  have  led  a  quiet  uneventful  life,  taking 
but  little  part  in  the  Indian  troubles  or  of  the  affairs  of  the  town, 
but  devoted  to  the  church,  of  which  he  was  a  Deacon.

She  died  at 
Woburn,  Jan.  18,  1689,  having  survived  her  second  husband, 
William  Hamlet.  Rebecca  died  Aug.  20,  1666,  having  survived 
the  birth  of  her  first  child  only  six  days.

SECOND  GENERATION 

The  descendants  of  Ephraim,  son  of  Elder  Edmund  Frost, 
of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  figure  very  largely  in  the  history  of  Arlington, 
which  was  formerly  that  part  of  Cambridge  known  as  West 
Cambridge.  The  following  items  are  from  the  History  of  Arlington, 
by  William  R.  Cutter,  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  early  settlers. 
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Sepi.  17,  1733,  James  Cutler,  John  Cutter,  Ephraim  Frost, 
Henry  Dunster  and  Joseph  Butterfield  were  appointed  Building 
Committee  for  the  new  church.  Sept.  9,  1739,  the  organization 
was  complete  and  Rev.  Samuel  Cooke  was  made  pastor.  The 
following  Frosts  were  among  the  members:  Ephraim;  Ephraim,  Jr.; 
Thomas;  Samuel;  Sarah,  wife  of  Ephraim;  Mary,  wife  of  Thomas; 
Mary,  wife  of  Ephraim,  Jr.;  and  Martha,  daughter  of  Ephraim. 
As  there  were  eighty-three  members,  it  will  be  seen  that  fully 
ten  per  cent  of  them  were  Frosts. 

Mar.  5, 1732-33,  Ephraim  Frost  was  chosen  one  of  the  Prudential 
Committee,  and  also  one  of  the  three  assessors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  1775,  the  precinct  chose  Samuel  Frost  to  lead  the  singing, 
but  as  he  declined,  William  Cutter  was  chosen  in  his  place. 

On  Oct.  6,  1775,  the  following  Frosts  enlisted  in  Capt.  Benjamin 
Locke’s  company  of  the  37th  Regiment  of  Foot,  in  the  Continental 
Army:  Ensign,  Stephen  Frost,  Sergeant  Joseph  Frost.  The  writer 
finds,  from  the  Massachusetts  Roster,  that  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  seventy  Frosts  enlisted  from  that  state  at  different 
times  during  the  Revolution,  and  that  seventeen  of  them  turned 
out  on  the  nineteenth  of  April,  1775.  At  that  time  it  is  said  that 
an  old  woman,  named  Batherick,  captured  six  British  soldiers  and 
took  them  to  Capt.  Ephraim  Frost’s  house,  where  they  were 
turned  over  to  the  authorities.  At  the  Battle  of  Lexington, 
Samuel  Frost  and  Seth  Russell  were  taken  prisoners  and  confined 
for  forty -five  days. 

Ephraim  Frost,  Jr.,  and  Samuel  Frost,  Jr.,  were  in  Capt. 
William  Adams’  company,  Col.  Thatcher’s  regiment,  which 
marched  at  the  request  of  General  Washington  to  take  possession 
of  Dorchester  Heights,  Mar.  4,  1776. 

Capt.  Ephraim  Frost  was  one  of  the  Seating  Committee,  to 
assign  seats  to  the  church  members.  Capt.  Stephen  Frost,  Samuel 
Frost,  Jr.,  and  John  Frost  were  “sent  to  the  fore  seat  in  the  right 
side  gallery.” 

July  23,  1781,  the  inhabitants  of  the  precinct  were  assessed  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  beef  for  the  Continental  Army;  among 


others,  the  Frosts  were  taxed  as  follows:

We  are  not  told  how  the  difference  in  poll  tax  was  figured; 
some  were  taxed  51s.,  some  34s.,  and  some  only  17s.  Only  five 
of  the  taxpayers  were  assessed  higher  than  Capt.  Ephraim  Frost. 
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Apr.  19,  1792,  Ephraim  Frost  and  John  Adams  were  chosen 
deacons. 

Among  the  pew  holders  in  the  new  meeting-house  in  1805, 
we  find  that  Ephraim  Frost  had  pew  No.  11,  for  which  he  paid 
$235,  and  Seth  Frost  had  No.  44,  for  which  he  paid  $85. 

June  11,  1807,  the  following  were  elected  among  other  town 
officers  for  the  year:  Amos  Frost,  Surveyor  of  Highways;  John 
Frost,  Jr.,  Hogreeve;  Jonathan  Frost,  Field-driver. 

From  May,  1815,  to  May,  1816,  Frost  and  Kent  were  paid 
together  $150,  as  schoolmasters;  and  Amos  Frost  was  paid  $225 
for  clearing  out  the  river.  John  Frost  was  a  blacksmith  in  1817. 

Aug.  22,  1851,  a  tornado  swept  the  town  and  wrecked  things 
generally.  The  losses  of  the  Frosts  were  as  follows:  Josiah  L. 
Frost,  $320;  Thaddeus  Frost,  $440;  Henry  Frost,  $1,150;  Warren  S. 
and  Varnum  Frost,  $200;  Widow  Amos  Frost,  $330;  Francis  S. 
and  Newell  Frost,  $440;  Jonathan  Frost,  $600;  Silas  Frost,  $475. 
The  total  loss  in  the  town  was  $23,606.

Ephraim  Frost  was  the  seventh  child  of  Edmund  the  Elder. 
There  seems  to  be  some  uncertainty  as  to  the  date  of  his  birth. 
According  to  Savage’s  Genealogical  Dictionary,  he  was  born  in 
“  1646  or  later,”  but  some  of  his  descendants  make  his  birth  date 
as  early  as  1642.  Paige’s  History  of  Cambridge  does  not  give 
the  date  of  his  birth  but  says  he  died  Jan.  2,  1717-18,  aged  seventy- 
two,  which  agrees  with  Savage. 

He  resided  on  the  homestead  on  the  northerly  side  of  Kirkland 
Street.  His  wife,  Hepzibah,  survived  him.

There  is  no  record  of  the  birth  date  of  Sarah,  but  Paige’s  History 
of  Cambridge  says  that  she  died  Aug.  11,  1747,  aged  seventy-eight; 
if  this  is  correct,  then  she  was  born  about  1669,  and  was  the  eldest 
instead  of  the  youngest  of  Ephraim’s  children.  The  writer,  how¬ 
ever,  has  followed  the  usual  practice  and  placed  her  last.  She 
married,  May  17,  1720,  Nathaniel  Patten,  as  his  second  wife. 
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She  had  no  children.  Her  husband  died  about  1727,  and  she 
administered  his  estate  May  8,  of  that  year.  Ephraim,  the  father, 
sent  to  his  pastor  a  gift  of  “one  pig,”  in  1699.

82  JOHN  FROST,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary,  born  in  Sud¬ 
bury,  Sept.  14,  1684,  was  a  townsman  of  Framingham  in  1710,  and 
on  June  27  of  that  year  he  was  assessed  8  shillings  as  his  portion 
of  a  tax  of  ten  pounds  that  was  levied  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
a  stock  of  ammunition.  His  father  and  his  brothers  did  not  get 
off  so  easily.  The  father  was  assessed  two  pounds  and  his  brothers 
1  pound,  3  shillings  each. 

Sometime  between  1710  and  1715,  he  moved  to  Groton  and 
settled  on  a  piece  of  land  lying  between  Sandy  Pond  and  Snake 
Hill,  about  three  miles  south  of  the  Town  of  Groton,  on  the  east 
side  of  the  road  to  Ayer.  Later  he  bought,  from  Thomas  White  for 
forty  pounds,  a  tract  lying  west  of  the  said  road,  “Containing 
by  Estimation  one  hundred  Acres,  be  the  same  more  or  less. 
Bounded  as  followeth.  Beginning  at  a  pine  Stump  with  stones 
about  it,  being  the  most  northeasterly  Corner.  Thence  running 
Southerly  on  a  Town  Road  to  a  pine  Tree  marked  for  a  corner. 
Thence  Westerly  Bounding  on  Martin  Farnsworth,  and  John 
Stone’s  Land,  as  marks  direct  to  a  pine  Stump  marked  for  a  Corner 
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Between  John  Stone  and  Joseph  Stone  thence  to  a  pine  Tree 
marked  it  being  a  running  line  to  Pine  Meadow  Brook  so  called,

In  Witness 
whereof  I  the  said  John  Frost  and  also  Ruth  Frost  his  Wife  In 
Token  of  her  giving  up  all  her  Rights  of  Dower  and  Power  of 
Thirds  in  and  unto  the  aforesaid  Premises  have  hereunto  set  our 
hands  and  seals  this  fifteenth  day  of  February  xAD  1758  and  in 
the  thirty  first  Year  of  his  Majestys  Reign  John  Frost  his  mark  r) 
and  seal.  Ruth  Frost  and  seal  Signed  Sealed  and  Delivered  in  the 
presence  of  Abijah  Frost  Benjn  Stone  of  Middlesex  County. 
Before  his  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common 
pleas  at  a  Court  held  at  Concord  for  said  County  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  September  AD  1763  Came  Abijah  Frost  one  of  the 
Witnesses  to  this  Instrument  Subscribed  and  made  Oath  that 
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he  was  present  and  saw  John  Frost  the  Grantor  therein  named 
now  dec’d  Sign  Seal  and  deliver  the  same  as  his  Act  and  Deed 
and  that  he  this  Deponent  together  with  Benjamin  Stone  now 
also  deceased  at  the  same  time  Set  to  their  names  as  Witnesses 
to  the  Execution  thereof  and  that  the  said  Grantor  at  that  Time 
was  in  this  Deponents  Opinion  of  Sound  Mind.

This  document,  which  is  recorded  in  Vol.  73  of  Deeds,  page  361, 
Middlesex  County  Records,  shows  that  John  Frost  died  between 
Feb.  15,  1758,  and  “the  first  Tuesday  in  September  AD  1763.” 

The  will  of  his  father,  Thomas  Frost  8,  of  Sudbury,  which  will 
is  document  No.  8650,  Middlesex  County  Probate  Court  Records, 
dated  Dec.  13,  1717,  contains  the  following  paragraph: 

“Whereas  I  have  likewise  heretofore  advanced  a  considerable 
part  of  my  Estate  for  and  toward  the  settlement  of  my  son  John 
Frost,  I  further  give  and  bequeth  unto  the  said  son  John  Six 
pounds  in  money  or  three  pounds  money  and  a  Cow  equivalent  to

Eight  years  after  his  marriage,  John  Frost  bought  from  his 
father  the  homestead  on  the  north  side  of  Sandy  Pond,  about 
three  miles  south  from  Groton,  on  which  he  resided  during  the 
French  and  Indian  War,  and  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

His  will,  Document  No.  8596,  on  file  in  the  Middlesex  County

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The  will  was  proved  June  29,  1790,  so  that  he  died  between 
Feb.  23,  and  that  date.  On  May  11,  1796,  his  widow,  Mindwell, 
was  married  to  Simon  Gilson  of  Pepperell,  by  Rev.  John  Bullard. 
She  died  June  5,  1812.  Solomon,  who  was  the  residual  legatee, 
and  was  charged  with  the  care  of  his  mother,  died  in  1801.  Two 
years  afterward  we  have  the  following  remarkable  document.

The  “Sarah  Frost”  who  countersigned  the  above  document 
must  have  been  the  widow  of  Solomon.  Her  maiden  name  was 
Sally  Whitcomb.  Simon  Gilson  was  the  Widow  Mindwell’s 
second  husband  as  mentioned  above.  John  and  Mind  well  had 
twelve  children  but  as  only  seven  are  mentioned  in  the  will,  it  is 
probable  that  the  others  died  before  1790.  The  sons  all  scattered 
through  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  Samuel,  the  youngest, 
went  to  Montreal  and  the  family  never  heard  from  him  again.

829  ABIJAH  FROST,  son  of  John  and  Ruth,  born  Feb.  14, 
1729,  bought  40  acres  of  land  in  what  is  now  Shirley,  Mass.,  from 
Thomas  Tarbell.  The  price  was  fifty  pounds.  The  land  lay  on 
both  sides  of  the  Catacoonamug  River  and  is  bounded  on  the 
east  by  Nashua  River.  It  lies  near  the  Phoenix  Mills  and  still 
bears  the  name  of  “Frost  Place.”  It  is  owned  (1882)  by  the 
heirs  of  the  late  Samuel  Haven. 

Abijah  Frost  married,  Feb.  2,  1758,  Sarah  Lawton,  of  Groton, 
Mass.  He  died  in  May,  1790,  In  the  Diary  of  James  Parker, 
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under  date  of  May  2,  1790,  we  have  the  following  entry:  “I  at 
meeting  it  was  sacrament  day,  I  went  to  the  funeral  of  Abijah  Frost 
I  attended  as  Barreor.”  The  widow,  Sarah,  died  June  16,  1816.

8273  JOSEPH  FROST,  son  of  John  and  Mindwell,  was  born, 
according  to  Butler’s  History  of  Groton,  Mass.,  Aug.  19,  1762. 
According  to  his  tombstone  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Belmont, 
(formerly  Mechanicsville)  Vt.,  he  died  Dec.  21,  1830,  aged  seventy- 
three  years,  hence  born  about  1757.  This  date  is  more  likely  to 
be  the  correct  one. 

He  married  Jemima,  daughter  of  Timothy  and  Lydia  Moors. 
She  was  born  Dec.  1,  1761,  and  baptized  five  days  later.  She 
died  Mar.  20,  1838,  and  is  buried  with  her  hubsand  in  the  old 
cemetery  at  Belmont,  Vt.

8274  JONATHAN  BIGELOW  FROST,  son  of  John  and 
Mindwell,  born  Nov.  2,  1759;  married  Sarah.  They  both  “owned 
covenant”  Sept.  26,  1790,  and  on  the  same  day  their  first  three 
children  were  baptized.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  soldier  of  the 
Revolution,  but  the  writer  finds  no  reference  to  him  in  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Roster.  It  is  probable  that  he  enlisted  from  Vermont.  It 
is  told  of  him,  that  lying  seriously  sick  of  smallpox  the  surgeon 
pronounced  him  past  hope  and  said  that  there  was  no  use  in 
wasting  time  over  him.  This  made  him  so  mad  that  he  determined 
that  he  would  fool  them  and  immediately  proceeded  to  get  well. 
The  writer  has  no  record  of  his  death,  but  he  survived  the  Revolu¬ 
tion,  since  his  youngest  child  was  born  in  1792.

827.10.  RUFUS  FROST,  son  of  John  and  Mindwell,  baptized 
June  5,  1774,  was,  when  he  was  about  ten  years  old,  the  hero  of  a 
hair-raising  adventure  with  a  witch;  the  scene  of  which  was  the 
well  at  the  Sandy  Pond  homestead.  The  story  of  this  adventure 
well  illustrates  the  superstition  of  the  time. 

An  old  woman  lived  near  the  John  Frost  place,  who  had  the 
reputation  of  being  a  witch.  One  of  the  superstitions  of  the  time 
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was  that  if  a  piece  of  steel  was  placed  under  a  witch  she  could 
not  rise  from  her  chair.  The  “witch”  in  question  was  visiting  the 
Frost  family,  and  John,  who  was  a  shoemaker  as  well  as  a  farmer, 
was  working  at  his  bench,  and  to  try  the  truth  of  the  superstition 
he  slyly  reached  around  to  place  his  awl  under  the  old  woman’s 
chair. 

She  jumped  up  in  a  towering  passion,  said,  “Do  you  think  I’m 
a  witch?  ”  flounced  out  of  the  house,  and,  as  they  supposed,  got  onto 
her  horse,  which  was  tied  at  the  horse-block  in  front  of  the  house, 
and  rode  away.  The  living  room  was  at  the  back  of  the  house,  so 
that  the  horse-block  could  not  be  seen  from  it. 

Just  at  this  time,  Mindwell  was  about  to  put  her  bread  in  the 
oven,  when  the  loaves  sunk,  and  had  to  be  moulded  over  again. 
She  told  Rufus  to  go  to  the  well  and  get  her  a  bucket  of  cold 
water.  The  well  was  on  the  north  side  of  the  house,  in  sight  of 
the  horse-block,  and  is  still  (1913)  covered  with  a  single  large 
flat  stone  with  a  hole  just  large  enough  to  let  the  bucket  through, 
drilled  in  it. 

In  due  time  Rufus  came  back,  dripping  wet,  but  without  any 
water  except  what  was  in  his  clothes.  His  mother  asked  him  where 
he  had  been:  “Down  the  Well.”  “How  did  you  get  there?”  “I 
don’t  know.”  “How  did  you  get  out?”  “I  don’t  know.”  By 
questioning,  they  finally  got  the  story  out  of  him.  When  he  went 
to  the  well,  the  old  woman  was  standing  on  the  horse-block, 
holding  her  horse  by  the  bridle,  watching  Rufus  with  an  evil  grin 
on  her  face.  The  boy  stood  on  the  stone  covering  the  well,  straddle 
of  the  hole,  pulling  down  the  bucket  by  the  old-fashioned  well- 
sweep. 

Just  as  the  top  of  the  bucket  came  level  with  the  surface  of  the 
stone,  his  hands  were  glued  to  the  pole,  his  feet  taken  from  under 
him,  clamped  to  the  rim  of  the  bucket,  and  bucket  and  boy  went 
through  the  hole  in  the  stone,  down  the  well.  When  the  water 
reached  his  neck  the  bucket  rose  as  mysteriously  as  it  went  down, 
and  as  it  reached  the  level  of  the  stone,  his  hands  and  feet  were 
loosened  from  the  pole  and  bucket.  The  old  woman  jumped 
on  her  horse,  hit  him  a  cut  with  her  switch,  and  rode  off  laughing, 
leaving  the  boy  scared  out  of  a  year’s  growth  but  free  to  go  to 
the  house  with  his  story. 

The  date  of  this  adventure  is  not  given,  but  as  Rufus  was  big 
enough  to  get  water  from  the  well  and  small  enough  to  go  down 
through  the  hole  it  must  have  occurred  about  the  close  of  the 
Revolution.  This  story  was  related  to  the  writer  by  his  cousin. 
Rev.  Timothy  P.  Frost  82735.11.,  in  the  summer  of  1913,  while 
standing  on  that  identical  stone  with  the  hole  between  them. 
Timothy  got  it  from  his  father,  Timothy  M.  Frost,  who  at  one 
time  lived  in  the  family  of  the  Rufus  of  our  story,  and  who  reli¬ 
giously  believed  it.

He,  at  one  time,  kept  a  tavern  at  Townsend  or  Townsend  Harbor, 
Mass.,  and  died  June  10,  1820.  His  widow,  Rebekah,  died  at 
Groton  May  22,  1862.

827.12.  SAMUEL  FROST,  son  of  John  and  Mindwell,  was 
born  at  or  near  Groton,  where  he  was  baptized  June  27,  1779.  He 
married  about  1800,  or  a  little  later,  Lucinda  Seaver  of  West¬ 
minster,  Mass.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Norman  and 
Sarah  (Reed)  Seaver,  who  were  married  at  Sudbury,  Mar.  14, 
1755.  She  was  born  at  Westminster,  Mar.  23,  1780.  Her  father, 
Norman  Seaver,  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  and  served  at 
different  times,  from  Apr.  19,  1775,  to  Jan.  3,  1779.  His  father, 
Robert  Seaver,  was  of  the  fourth  generation  from  Robert  and 
Elizabeth  (Ballard)  Seaver,  who  settled  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  in 
1634.  The  first  Robert  was  a  soldier  of  King  Philip’s  War,  and 
the  second  was  with  Sir  William  Pepperell  at  the  taking  of  Louis- 
burg  in  1745.

She  was  the 
daughter  of  Edmund  and  Katie  (Fox)  Bryant,  and  was  born 
Sept.  16,  1789.  According  to  Timothy  Frost’s  family  Bible,  she 
died  Oct.  10,  1895.  There  must  be  some  mistake  about  this,  as 
it  would  make  her  one  hundred  and  six  years  of  age  at  her  death. 
She  must  have  died  before  1846,  since  in  September  of  that  year 
Mr.  Frost  married  his  second  wife,  Mary  Grey  Prescott. 

When  he  was  about  four  or  five  years  old,  his  father,  Joseph, 
moved  to  Vermont,  leaving  him  in  care  of  his  Uncle  Solomon,  at 
the  old  homestead  at  Sandy  Pond.  After  the  death  of  his  Uncle 
Solomon  in  1801,  he  couldn't  stand  the  harsh  treatment  that  he 
got  from  the  widow,  so  he  skipped  out  “between  two  days”  and 
joined  his  Uncle  Rufus  in  Cambridge.  The  writer  has  no  reason 
to  think  that  there  was  any  great  amount  of  fraternal  love  between 
the  children  and  grandchildren  of  John  and  Mindwell  Frost.

827.12.2  NORMAN  SEAVER  FROST,  son  of  Samuel  and 
Lucinda,  was  born  Mar.  8,  1816.  The  place  of  his  birth  was 
probably  either  northern  Massachusetts  or  Vermont,  but  from 
his  earliest  infancy  he  was  raised  in  Montreal  and  during  his 
entire  life  was  identified  with  the  welfare  of  that  city.  His  father 
died  when  he  was  but  twelve,  and  he  began  his  business  career 
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as  errand  boy  in  the  wholesale  grocery  establishment  .of  J.  C. 
Smith  &  Co.,  where  he  worked  up  to  a  partnership  and  became 
the  “Co.” 

He  was  a  devout  member  of  the  American  Presbyterian  Church, 
the  leader  of  the  choir,  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school,  and 
the  organizer  and  superintendent  of  a  mission  Sunday  school  at 
“The  Tanneries.” 

He  was  an  enthusiastic  fireman,  the  foreman  of  his  company, 
and  the  company’s  engine  was  for  years  kept  in  his  carriage  house. 
He  was  fond  of  hunting  and  fishing,  and  was  an  expert  rifleman. 

He  married  in  June,  1840,  Amelia  Charity  Beaumont,  of 
Champlain,  N.  Y.,  whom  he  met  while  she  was  at  school  in  Mon¬ 
treal.

827922  EBENEZER  HOPKINS  FROST,  son  of  Solomon 
and  Dorcas,  born  Dec.  7,  1824,  was  a  musician,  and  had  the 
distinction  of  being  the  first  patient  to  submit  to  an  operation 
under  the  influence  of  ether. 

The  following  is  Dr.  Morton’s  account  of  this  first  operation : 

“Delighted  with  the  success  of  the  experiment,”  (he  had  tried 
it  upon  himself)  “I  immediately  announced  the  result  to  the 
persons  employed  in  my  establishment,  and  waited  impatiently 
for  someone  upon  whom  I  could  make  a  fuller  trial.  Towards 
evening,  a  man  residing  in  Boston,  came  in  suffering  great  pain, 
and  wishing  to  have  a  tooth  extracted.  He  was  afraid  of  the 
operation,  and  asked  if  he  could  be  mesmerized.  I  told  him  I  had 
something  better,  and  saturating  my  handkerchief  gave  it  to  him 
to  inhale.  He  became  unconscious  immediately.  It  was  dark,  and 
Dr.  Hayden  held  the  lamp  while  I  extracted  a  firmly  rooted 
bicuspid  tooth.  He  recovered  in  a  minute,  and  knew  nothing  of 
what  had  been  done  to  him.  He  remained  for  some  time  talking 
about  the  experiment.  This  was  the  thirtieth  of  Sept.  1846.  This 
I  consider  to  be  the  first  demonstration  of  this  new  fact  in  science.” 

The  following  is  from  the  Boston  Herald: 

“In  connection  with  the  argument  as  to  whether  Dr.  William 
T.  G.  Morton  of  Boston  should  have  a  place  in  the  Hall  of  Fame 
as  the  discoverer  of  ether,  I  am  tempted  to  relate  my  own  connec¬ 
tion  with  that  epoch-making  event  of  1846.  Dr.  Morton  was  a 
phyiscian  and  dentist  who  had  an  office  at  19  Tremont  Row. 
He  was  so  anxious  to  make  a  practical  experiment  with  his  newly 
discovered  anesthetic  that  he  offered  $5  to  several  individuals  to 
tempt  them  to  inhale  ether  and  have  a  tooth  extracted  while 
under  its  influence.  No  one  accepted  the  offer  and  finally  on 
Sept.  20,  1846,  a  timid  young  man  named  Eben  H.  Frost,  suffering 
from  a  toothache,  dropped  into  his  office  and  was  easily  persuaded 
to  inhale  the  ether.  He  quickly  became  unconscious;  Dr.  Morton 
extracted  a  troublesome  tooth  and  the  patient  knew  nothing  of 
the  operation  until  he  became  conscious  and  saw  the  tooth  lying 
on  the  table. 

“I  knew  Eben  Frost  well,  when  I  was  practicing  medicine  in  the 
little  town  of  West  Windsor,  Vt.,  and  from  him  heard  the  story 
as  I  have  written  it  here  and  as  it  was  later  recorded  in  Druitt’s 
‘Surgery.’  After  his  experiment  with  young  Frost,  as  his  first 
ether  subject,  Dr.  Morton  made  other  experiments  and  then  made 
his  discovery  known  to  others.  On  Oct.  16, 1846,  the  first  operation 
on  a  patient  under  the  influence  of  ether  was  performed  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  that  date  is  generally  given  as 
the  date  of  the  discovery  of  ether  as  an  anesthetic.

827.12.23  NORMAN  SEAVER  FROST  (see  frontispiece), 
son  of  Norman  S.  and  Elizabeth,  was  born  in  Montreal,  Sept.  14, 
1848.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father,  his  mother  married  Rev.  John 
McLeod,  who  moved  the  family  to  Philadelphia  in  1857,  and  to  a 
farm  in  Chester  County,  Penn.,  in  1861.  During  the  exciting  days 
of  the  Civil  War,  a  few  of  the  neighbors  were  secession  sym¬ 
pathizers,  and  on  one  occasion,  some  of  the  children  appeared 
at  Sunday  school  wearing  “copperhead”  breastpins.  Said  pins 
were  confiscated  in  short  order,  and,  although  nobody  was  hurt, 
the  fracas  nearly  disrupted  the  school;  a  few  weeks  later,  young 
Frost’s  parents  packed  him  off  to  a  military  academy  in  West 
Philadelphia,  where,  in  the  intervals  of  demonstrating  Euclid  and 
construing  Virgil,  he  found  an  outlet  for  his  patriotism  packing  a 
musket  in  the  drill  hall. 

From  his  earliest  youth  his  ambition  was  to  be  a  farmer,  for 
which  occupation  he  was  about  as  well  fitted  as  a  Mexican  burro 
is  for  a  doctor’s  driving-horse.  He  undertook  to  run  the  Chester 
County  farm,  and  made  a  beautiful  failure  of  it.  Having  attained 
his  majority  in  September,  1869,  and  taken  out  his  naturalization 
papers  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  the  same  month,  he  concluded  to 
follow  the  advice  of  Horace  Greeley,  “Go  West,  young  man,  go 
West.” 

He  left  home  in  the  spring  of  1870,  without  any  definite  plan, 
except  to  follow  Bishop  Berkeley’s  “Star  of  Empire”  until  he 
reached  his  uncle’s  residence  in  Michigan.  By  the  advice  of  his 
relatives  there,  he  struck  out  for  Kansas.  He  reached  his  destina¬ 
tion,  Fort  Harker  (now  called  Kanopolis),  Ellsworth  County,  long 
after  midnight,  and  found  it  to  be  a  Government  Post,  with  no 
accommodations  whatever  for  travelers.  Although  he  had  never 
before  “been  out  of  sight  of  the  smoke  of  his  mother’s  chimney,” 
he  walked  out  on  the  open  prairie,  selected  the  most  comfortable 
buffalo-wallow  and  lay  down  in  it  and  went  to  sleep. 

Mr.  Frost  took  to  the  frontier  like  a  duck  to  water.  He  pre¬ 
empted  a  quarter  section  of  land  on  the  Smoky  Hill  River,  and 
“for  five  of  the  best  years  of  his  life,  broke  prairie,  fought  potato 
bugs  and  punched  cattle,  and  incidentally,  chased  buffalo  and 
antelope  and  trapped  beaver.” 

One  of  his  Fort  Harker  acquaintances  was  Maj.  Henry  Inman. 
The  inspection  of  the  field-notes  of  some  of  the  Major’s  explora¬ 
tions  turned  his  thoughts  in  another  direction.  He  took  up  the 
study  of  surveying,  and  although  he  was  his  own  teacher,  he  soon 
obtained  a  good  working-knowledge  of  the  science.  His  brother- 
in-law,  W.  L.  Hoover,  of  Gilroy,  Cal.,  died  in  the  summer  of 
1874,  and,  at  the  request  of  his  sister,  he  sold  out  and  went  to 
California  where  he  made  surveying  and  civil  engineering  his  life- 
work.  He  was  moderately  successful,  and  was  employed  in 
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different  capacities  on  various,  more  or  less  extensive,  railroad  and 
land  surveys,  which  took  him  over  the  length  and  breadth  of 
California  and  into  Nevada  and  Arizona. 

In  the  spring  of  1877,  while  visiting  his  sister  in  Gilroy,  he  was 
out  fishing  with  a  party  and  before  the  day  was  over  they  found 
themselves  foul  of  the  California  Game  and  Fish  Law.  Mr.  Frost 
concluded  that  assisting  Lieutenant  Wheeler  in  his  surveys  west 
of  the  hundredth  meridian  would  be  a  more  agreeable  way  of 
passing  the  time  than  being  interviewed  by  the  Gilroy  justice  of 
the  peace,  so  while  the  rest  of  the  party  were  explaining  to  “His 
Honor”  how  it  happened  he  was  on  his  way  to  Utah. 

Unfortunately,  however,  neither  Lieutenant  Wheeler  nor 
Professor  Hayden  seemed  to  think  that  Mr.  Frost’s  services  were 
indispensable  to  the  success  of  their  work,  and  he  found  himself 
“a  stranger  in  a  strange  land”  and  “flat  broke.”  Nothing  better 
turning  up,  he  “accepted  a  position”  as  chief  engineer  of  an  irri¬ 
gation  ditch,  for  a  Mormon  farmer,  his  instruments  being  a  pick 
and  shovel  instead  of  a  transit  and  level. 

Here  he  found  himself  in  choice  company.  His  “boss,”  Sam 
Butcher,  of  Bingham  Canon,  was  a  “two  ply”  polygamist,  whose 
first  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Bill  Hickman,  Brigham  Young’s 
notorious  “Danite”  chief.  Bill  was  a  constant  visitor  at  the 
ranch,  and  so  was  Ben  Tasker,  of  whom  the  less  said  the  better. 

Another  congenial  spirit  who  was  frequently  at  the  ranch  was 
Colonel  Farnham.  He  was  with  Johnson’s  army  in  1858,  when 
they  had  their  “scrap”  with  Hickman  on  the  Sweetwater,  when 
Bill  ran  off  all  of  Johnson’s  stock.  Farnham  and  Hickman  were 
quite  “chummy”  in  1877,  but  the  colonel  told  Mr.  Frost  that 
he  had  “seen  the  time  when  he  would  have  given  $500  for  a  fair 
shot  at  the  ‘blanked  old  blankety  blank’,”  and  he  seemed  to  take 
it  as  a  personal  grievance  that  Hickman  had  kept  himself  out  of 
range. 

Mr.  Frost  remained  at  the  ranch  until  after  harvest,  but  con¬ 
cluded  that  California  had  a  better  winter  climate  than  Utah, 
and  being  constitutionally  opposed  to  contributing  to  the  profits 
of  the  Southern-Pacific  monopoly,  he  bought  a  riding  and  a  pack 
horse  from  Butcher  without  inquiring  too  closely  as  to  the  legal 
title  to  the  animals,  and  started  for  the  coast  on  horseback, 
spreading  his  blankets  on  the  desert  wherever  night  happened 
to  overtake  him. 

From  1882  to  1885  he  was  in  Tucson,  A.  T.,  first  as  draughtsman 
and  clerk  of  private  land  claims  in  the  United  States  Surveyor 
General’s  Office,  and  afterwards  on  railroad  and  Government  land 
surveys.  Returning  to  Santa  Cruz,  Cal.,  in  1885,  he  made  a 
specialty  of  municipal  engineering. 

In  1896  he  designed  and  superintended  some  important  storm 
sewer  and  creek  improvement  works  for  the  city  of  Petaluma,  and 
was  appointed  city  engineer,  which  office  he  held  for  fifteen 
years.  In  1911  a  twist  of  the  political  wheel  turned  him  down 
and  he  retired  from  active  business. 
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On  January  2,  1892,  he  married  Mrs.  Josephine  H.  Poole,  of 
San  Francisco.  She  was  the  youngest  child  of  Capt.  John  and 
Sarah  (Smith)  O’Connor,  and  was  born  near  Boyle,  County 
Roscommon,  Ireland,  July  31,  1850.  She  died  May  2,  1913.  On 
April  12,  1914,  at  Petaluma,  Cal.,  he  married,  for  his  second  wife, 
Mrs.  Anastacia  Thurman,  child  of  John  and  Ellen  (Ormand) 
Dugan  of  Waterford,  Ireland.  She  was  born  in  Boston,  Aug.  7, 
1854,  and  was  raised  in  Lynn,  Mass.  She  moved  to  California, 
and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  married  W.  D.  Thurman,  cousin  of 
the  late  Senator  Thurman.  She  had  eight  children  by  her  marriage 
with  Thurman.  Mr.  Thurman  died  September  17,  1900,  aged 
sixty-nine. 

Mr.  Frost  is  a  Veteran  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and 
a  Past  Chancellor  of  Avalon  Lodge,  No.  89,  of  Santa  Cruz,  Cal. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  California  society,  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  on  the  record  of  his  great-grandfathers  Norman 
Seaver  and  Noah  Rice.  He  is  a  life  member  of  The  American  Flag 
Association  and,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  held  in  New  York 
on  1911  Flag  Day,  he  was  unanimously  elected  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  representing  with  Colonel  Hubbard  of 
San  Francisco  the  State  of  California. 

In  1909  he  became  a  member  of  the  Frost  Family  Association 
of  America,  and  at  the  meeting  held  in  August  of  that  year  was 
elected  the  California  Vice-President.  At  the  meeting  of  January, 
1912,  he  was  elected  Historian.

$6,000,000,  and  annual  student  attendance  from  350  to  2700.

835  REV.  AMARIAH  FROST,  son  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth, 
was  born  Oct.  4,  1720.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  1740, 
and  on  Dec.  21,  1743,  he  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Second 
Congregational  Church  of  Mendon,  afterwards  set  off  as  Milford, 
Mass.,  of  which  church  he  was  Pastor  during  the  rest  of  his  life. 
See  picture  in  “Frost  Family  in  England  and  America.” 

“Mr.  Frost  was  reputed  an  excellent  man,  and  one  of  the  most 
popular  preachers  of  his  age.  It  is  a  sufficient  indication  of  his 
reputation  and  of  his  attainments  to  state  that  he  was  extensively 
resorted  to  as  an  instructor  of  young  men  fitting  for  college  and  for 
the  ministry.” 

In  his  childhood  his  mother  sent  him  to  a  family  of  Indians  to 
buy  a  broom.  The  Indians  kindly  asked  him  to  stay  to  break¬ 
fast,  saying  that  they  were  going  to  have  chicken.  Like  any 
healthy,  growing  boy,  young  Frost  placed  himself  outside  of 
“a  good  square  meal”  and  liked  it;  but  when  the  Indians  told  him 
that  the  “Indian  chicken”  was  a  fine,  fat  specimen  of  mephitis 
mephitica,  he  retired  to  the  woods  and  deposited  his  breakfast 
behind  a  bush. 

Rev.  Amariah  Frost  was  the  first  of  his  name  to  settle  in  Milford, 
where  he  preached  for  forty-nine  years  and  eight  months.  In 
July,  1792,  he  would  have  completed  the  fiftieth  year  of  his 
ministry,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  engaged  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  his  semi-centennial  sermon,  which  he  desired  to  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  live  to  preach,  “if  such  was  the  will  of  God.”  It  was 
not  to  be,  however,  for  he  died  the  March  previous. 

The  parsonage  in  Milford  was  built  just  before  Mr.  Frost’s 
marriage  to  his  first  wife.  It  was  constructed  with  a  fireplace 
that  would  take  an  eight-foot  stick.  The  mantelpiece  was  a  stick 
nine  feet  long,  twenty  inches  wide  and  eight  inches  thick.  About 
four  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  eighteenth  of  November,  1747, 
there  was  an  earthquake  throughout  New  England.  The  large 
chimney  of  the  parsonage  began  to  shake  and  settle,  and  Mr. 
Frost  jumped  out  of  bed,  and  with  a  stick  that  happened  to  be 
handy  propped  up  the  right  side,  which  settled  down  on  the  stick 
and  saved  the  chimney.  When  Dr.  Elias  Frost,  son  of  Rev. 
Amariah,  visited  the  old  homestead  more  than  one  hundred  years 
after  the  earthquake,  the  mantelpiece  was  still  six  inches  lower 
at  the  right  side  than  the  left. 

The  will  of  Rev.  Amariah  Frost,  bequeathed  to  his  eldest  son, 
Amariah,  Jr.,  a  homestead  and  garden  as  long  as  he  chose  to  reside 
there;  when  he  left  it,  it  was  to  be  given  to  the  youngest  son 
Elias.  He  gave  a  fifth  part  of  the  residue  of  his  estate,  after  the 
devise  to  his  son,  Elias,  to  be  divided  equally  among  all  his  children. 
He  gave  to  his  youngest  son  the  homestead  house  and  houselot 
of  about  eight  acres;  and  a  wood  lot  of  about  seven  acres,  with  the

exception  of  that  part  of  the  house  and  garden  already  devised,  to 
his  son  Amariah,  on  the  condition  annexed  thereto.

He  married  third  wife,  widow  Sarah  Adams  from  Grafton, 
Oct.  14,  1784,  Rev.  Elisha  Fish  of  Grafton,  performing  the  cere¬ 
mony.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Jones)  Thwing, 
and  was  born  Feb.  28,  1722.  Her  first  husband  was  Samuel 
Torrey,  to  whom  she  was  married  by  Rev.  Amariah,  May  20, 
1747.  Torrey  died  and  she  married,  May  30,  1771,  Andrew 
Adams.  He  died  and  she  married  her  old  pastor,  Rev.  Amariah 
Frost;  so  she  was  his  third  wife  and  he  was  her  third  husband. 
There  were  no  children  by  this  marriage.  Mr.  Frost  died  Mar.  14, 
1792.  His  widow  died  in  Chesterfield,  N.  H.

8331  SAMUEL  FROST,  son  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca,  born 
July  2,  1751;  married,  Sept.  3,  1788,  Mary  Heard  of  East  Sud¬ 
bury.  She  was  probably  the  daughter  of  Lieutenant  Richard  and 
Sarah  (Fisk)  Heard,  who  were  married  in  Sudbury,  Apr.  9,  1746. 
If  she  was  their  daughter,  she  was  bora  in  Sudbury,  July  21,  1764. 

Samuel  Frost  was  selectman  for  four  years,  and  a  trustee  of  the 
Academy.  He  died  in  Framingham,  Nov.  1,  1817.  He  was  a  cap¬ 
tain  in  the  Revolution,  and  his  Order  Book  of  1780  contains  the 
following  contemporary  account  of  the  treason  of  Benedict  Arnold. 

“Treason  of  the  blackest  dye  was  yesterday  discovered.  Gen. 
Arnold  who  commanded  at  West  Point  lost  to  every  sentiment 
of  honor  of  private  and  public  obligation  was  about  to  deliver  that 
important  post  into  the  hands  of  the  Enemy,  such  an  event  would 
have  given  the  American  cause  a  Deadly  wound  if  not  a  fatal 
stab,  happily  the  Treason  had  been  timely  discovered  to  prevent 
the  fatal  misfortune.  The  providential  train  of  circumstances 
which  lead  to  it  affords  the  most  convincing  proof  that  the  Liberties 
of  America  is  the  object  of  the  Divine  Protection  at  the  same 
time  the  Treason  is  to  be  rejected.  The  General  cannot  help 
congratulating  the  army  on  the  happy  discovery.  Our  Enemies 
dispairing  of  carrying  their  point  by  force,  they  are  practicing 
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every  base  art  to  effect  by  bribery  and  corruption  what  they  cannot 
accomplish  in  a  Manly  way.  Great  honor  is  due  to  the  American 
Army.  This  is  the  first  instance  of  Treason  where  many  were  to 
be  expected  from  the  nature  of  the  dispute  and  nothing  is  so  bright 
an  ornament  in  the  character  of  the  American  Soldiers  as  they  hav¬ 
ing  been  proof  against  all  the  Arts  and  seductions  of  an  assiduous 
Enemy. 

Arnold  has  made  his  escape  to  the  Enemy,  but  Mr.  Andrie  the 
Adjutant  Gen.  to  the  British  Army,  who  came  out  as  a  spy  to 
negotiate  the  business  is  our  prisoner 

His  Excellency,  the  Commander  in  Chief  has  arrived  at  West 
Point  from  Hartford  and  is  no  doubt  taking  the  proper  measures 
to  unravel  fully  so  Hellish  a  plot.” 

Capt.  Samuel  Frost  had  nine  daughters,  six  of  whom  had 
families.  There  must  have  been  “a  right  smart  chance”  of  spark¬ 
ing  going  on  in  the  old  Framingham  farmhouse  a  hundred  years 
ago.

8352  REV.  AMARIAH  FROST,  Jr.,  son  of  Amariah  and 
Esther,  born  at  Milford,  “Monday,  Feb.  5,  O.  S.  1749-50,” 
graduated  from  Harvard  University  with  the  class  of  1770,  and 
married,  Oct.  22,  1778,  his  cousin,  Esther  Messinger.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Melatiah  (Corbett)  Messinger.  She  was 
born  at  Wrentham,  Mar.  25,  1759. 

Mr.  Frost  “fitted  for  a  preacher,”  preached  as  candidate  in 
many  places  from  1774  to  1778,  but  was  never  settled;  was  com¬ 
missioned  Justice  of  the  Peace  by  Governor  Hancock,  Mar.  12, 
1785,  renewed  same  June  22,  1791,  and  it  was  again  renewed  by 
Gov.  Moses  Gill,  July  16,  1799.  He  is  said  to  have  served  as  one 
of  the  Judges  at  Worcester,  some  of  the  time. 

“His  wife  Esther,  died  Oct.  19,  1801,  at  Washington,  D.  C., 
where  they  had  gone  to  keep  a  boarding-house  for  Congressmen. 
He  with  his  son  returned  to  Milford  Mar.  26,  1802.  He  died  at 
the  residence  of  his  son,  John,  at  Sanford,  Me.,  Jan.  13,  1819.  He 
was  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Sanford  Corner,  but  on  May  1, 
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1900,  was  removed  to  Springvale  Cemetery  two  miles  from 
Sanford.”

8355  ELIZABETH  FROST,  daughter  of  Rev.  Amariah  and 
Esther,  born  at  Milford,  Sept.  6,  1754;  was  married  by  her  father 
to  Dr.  Isaac  Brigham,  Apr.  6,  1786.  He  was  the  son  of  Ezekiel 
and  Martha  (Bigelow)  Brigham,  and  was  born  at  Grafton,  Mass.,

He  was  a  descendant  in  the  fifth  generation  of  Thomas  and 
Mercy  (Hurd  or  Hunt)  Brigham.  Thomas  came  to  New  England 
in  the  ship  Mary  and  Ellen  in  1635,  and  settled  in  Cambridge. 
He  died  Dec.  8,  1653,  aged  about  fifty. 

The  doctor  and  his  wife  lived  in  the  old  Amariah  Frost  par¬ 
sonage.  He  died  June  12,  1825.  She  died  Jan.  23,  1829.

8357  DR.  ELIAS  FROST,  son  of  Rev.  Amariah  and  his 
second  wife  Susanna,  was  born  at  Milford,  Mass.,  Jan.  10,  1782. 
He  left  a  very  complete  and  interesting  autobiography. 

His  mother  died  when  he  was  eighteen  months  old,  and  before 
he  had  completed  his  third  year,  his  father  married  his  third  wife, 
the  widow  Sarah  (Thwing)  Adams. 

He  recollected  being  frightened  at  the  sight  of  some  men  in  red 
caps  who  had  taken  part  in  Shay’s  Rebellion.  This  was  when  he 
was  four  years  old. 
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One  of  his  teachers  was  David  Jones.  “He  was  an  excellent 
master,  and  a  good  writer.  He  had  an  exhibition  at  the  end  of 
the  term,  and  gave  me  a  piece  to  commit  to  memory,  which  I  did. 
I  went  through  about  half  of  the  piece  and  I  began  to  be  scared, 
and  could  not  remember  any  more  of  it,  and  left  ‘all  in  the  lurch.’ 
I  could  not  be  persuaded  to  make  a  second  attempt.” 

At  the  age  of  seven  or  eight  he  went  for  the  first  time  to  a 
muster  at  Wrentham,  and  was  particularly  attracted  by  the 
cannon. 

He  was  eight  years  old  when  he  missed  a  chance  to  see  General 
Washington.  “All  at  once  their  attention  was  arrested  by  an 
exclamation  ‘there’s  Gen.  Washington’;  I  looked  up  and  saw 
two  black  servants  on  horseback,  one  behind  the  carriage  and  a 
driver,  passing  the  Common  and  stopping  at  Robinson’s  Tavern. 
He  had  come  from  Boston  and  was  going  to  Worcester  and  took 
a  back  and  indirect  road  to  avoid  interruption.  I  recollect  seeing 
my  father  shave  himself  and  dress  in  a  hurry  and  go  down  to  see 
Gen.  Washington.  He  did  not  think  to  take  me  with  him,  and 
I  never  saw  Washington.  It  would  have  been  a  rich  treat  to  me, 
had  he  taken  me  with  him.” 

Dr.  Frost  mentions  the  head-dresses  of  the  ladies  and  the  dress 
of  the  men  and  says:  “Manners  and  fashions  change  with  the 
customs  of  the  times,  sometimes  for  the  better,  and  many  times 
for  the  worse.” 

He  was  ten  years  of  age  when  his  father  died.  His  brother-in-law, 
Dr.  Samuel  Willard,  was  his  guardian,  and  until  he  commenced 
college  life,  he  was  one  of  Dr.  Willard’s  family.  This  family 
consisted  of  “Dr.  Willard  and  his  wife,  his  sons,  Abijah,  ten  years 
old,  and  George,  four  years,  Betsey  Bruce,  fifteen,  Peggy  West, 
a  mulatto  girl  seventeen,  Brittain  Brown,  a  mulatto  boy  sixteen, 
and  Nancy  Jones,  ten.  These  last  four  Dr.  Willard  took  when 
they  were  young,  and  they  lived  in  his  family  as  domestics.” 
In  addition  to  these,  there  were  farm  hands,  medical  students, 
and  patients,  insane  persons,  etc.,  sometimes  to  the  number  of 
forty  or  more;  usually  averaging  from  twenty  to  thirty.  “Among 
such  a  variety  of  elements,  there  could  be  but  little  order  or 
regulation  in  a  household  of  this  description.” 

In  September,  1798,  he  made  up  a  bundle  of  clothes  and  started 
on  foot,  twenty-five  miles  distant,  to  prepare  for  college  at  Leicester 
Academy,  where  he  studied  until  1781,  living  with  his  Uncle  Dorr. 

While  on  his  way  to  the  academy  he  “saw  a  fine  carriage 
approaching,  and  a  fine-looking  man  walking  just  behind.  When 
I  came  up  he  asked  me  how  far  it  was  to  Worcester.  I  told  him 
seven  miles.  This  was  John  Adams,  President  of  the  United 
States.” 

He  entered  Brown  University  in  September,  1801.  From  the 
time  of  his  graduation  in  1804  to  1808  he  studied  medicine  with 
his  brother-in-law,  Dr.  Samuel  Willard.  “Dr.  Willard  took 
students  and  boarded  them  three  years  for  one  hundred  pounds. 

“It  is  not  a  small  matter  to  become  one  of  the  first  Physicians. 
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There  are  some  who  succeed  well  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  ignorant 
Public,  for  their  bad  practice  is  buried  in  the  same  graves  with 
their  patients.” 

While  studying  medicine  he  taught  the  Center  District  school 
for  sixteen  dollars  per  month  and  the  next  winter  at  twenty  dollars 
per.  At  the  end  of  the  last  term  they  had  the  greatest  exhibition 
ever  held  in  the  locality.  It  lasted  four  or  five  hours.  A  stage  was 
constructed  over  the  front  pews  in  the  Meeting  House  and  lighted 
on  three  sides  with  candles. 

He  was  orderly  sergeant  of  the  Town  Militia. 

When  the  young  doctor  had  completed  his  medical  course, 
Dr.  Willard  told  him  that  if  he  would  stay  with  him  for  six  months 
he  would  give  him  one  hundred  dollars,  a  suit  of  clothes,  a  horse 
worth  sixty  dollars,  and  an  outfit  of  books  and  medicine  sufficient 
to  set  him  up  in  the  business.  Dr.  Frost  agreed  to  these  terms 
and  remained  the  six  months.  By  his  father’s  will,  he  had  an 
undivided  fifth  of  a  piece  of  land,  which  he  sold  to  Colonel  Godfrey 
for  one  hundred  dollars  and  took  his  note  for  it. 

This  note  Dr.  Willard  got  from  him  on  some  pretense,  and 
collected  it  just  before  the  six  months  were  up.  He  had  given 
Dr.  Frost  no  note  or  receipt  for  it,  and  when  the  time  had  expired 
he  paid  Dr.  Frost  that  identical  one  hundred  dollars  of  his  own 
money. 

Dr.  Frost  commenced  his  professional  life  at  Meriden,  N.  H., 
June  26,  1808,  boarding  with  Hon.  Daniel  Kimball  for  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  week,  and  paying  twenty-five  cents  per  week 
for  pasturing  his  horse.  His  day-book  for  1817-18,  in  the  possession 
of  his  grandson,  John  E.  Frost,  shows  that  the  average  charge 
was  fifty  cents  per  visit,  including  medicine.  For  a  maternity 
case  his  fee  was  three  dollars.  The  highest  single  charge  was 
four  dollars  for  which  he  rode  forty  miles  on  horseback. 

He  married,  Dec.  3,  1815,  Mary  K.  Roberts. 

In  1848  Dr.  Frost  was  operated  on  for  cataract  on  the  right  eye. 
Although  with  the  aid  of  glasses  he  could  still  read  and  write, 
he  did  not  resume  practice.  Before  his  death  he  became  nearly 
blind  and  fell  down  the  cellar  stairs  about  Mar.  1,  1863,  and  died 
of  his  injuries  on  the  fifteenth  of  that  month. 

He  joined  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  6,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  at  Lebanon,  N.  H.,  President  Eleazer  Wheelock  of  Dart¬ 
mouth  College  conferring  the  degrees.  In  1814  he  joined  St. 
Andrews  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Dr.  Frost  was  buried  in  Mill  Cemetery,  Meriden.  His  monument 
bears  the  following  inscription:

83524  DEACON  JOHN  FROST,  son  of  Amariah,  Jr.,  and 
Esther,  was  bom  at  Milford,  Mass.,  July  20,  1787.  At  the  age  of 
twelve,  having  attained  about  all  the  schooling  that  he  was  des¬ 
tined  to  have,  he  started  with  his  father  and  mother  in  1799  for 
Washington,  D.  C.,  where  the  boy  was  put  to  work  in  a  store 
and  was  obliged  to  sleep  in  it  at  night  to  protect  the  property.  After 
his  mother’s  death  his  father’s  business  troubles  made  it  advisable 
to  leave  Washington,  and  they  embarked  on  a  coaster  at  night. 
They  landed  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  Mar.  23,  1802. 

He  once  started  to  go  to  sea,  bought  his  chest  and  outfit  and 
got  on  board  ready  to  sail.  The  captain,  however,  was  so  rough 
and  profane  that  he  took  his  chest  ashore  and  sought  other 
employment.  The  ship  sailed  but  was  never  heard  of  after. 

In  1805,  while  working  in  a  store  on  Long  Wharf,  Boston,  he 
made  the  acquaintance  of  Capt.  Nahum  Morrill,  a  heavy  ship¬ 
builder,  ship-owner  and  merchant,  and  shrewd  business  man,  who 
took  him  into  his  store  at  Wells,  Me.  He  proved  to  be  an  invaluable 
assistant  to  the  captain,  in  whose  employ  he  remained  until  the 
spring  of  1810  when  he  went  to  Sanford,  Me.,  in  partnership  with 
Captain  Morrill,  under  the  firm  name  of  Frost  &  Morrill,  buying 
house,  store  and  land  the  following  year.  During  all  this  time 
he  never  failed  in  a  son’s  filial  duty,  since  all  through  his  father’s 
journal  there  are  receipts  for  money  and  letters  “from  my  son 
John.” 

Captain  Morrill  bought  quantities  of  ship  lumber.  The  teams 
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that  brought  the  timber  to  the  yard  returned  with  provisions 
brought  to  the  store  by  the  captain’s  vessels. 

About  1810-12  Captain  Morrill  was  at  the  height  of  his  pros¬ 
perity,  and  for  those  days  was  considered  to  be  a  very  wealthy 
man.  He  lost  one  of  his  ships  at  sea  and  Mr.  Frost  advised  him 
then  to  retire  with  his  ample  fortune.  Y  '  f 

The  captain,  however,  determined  to  retrieve  the  loss  of  his 
ship  first.  It  was  the  turn  of  the  tide  with  the  captain  and  he 
encountered  loss  after  loss  until  his  fortune  was  wrecked,  and  it 
was  owing  to  the  kindness  of  this  youth  whom  he  had  taken  into 
his  employ  that  he  had  a  roof  over  his  head  in  his  last  days. 

John  Frost  and  Captain  Morrill’s  daughter,  Hannah  (her 
mother  was  a  Littlefield)  were  married,  May  21,  1812.  They  went 
on  a  wedding  trip  to  Boston  in  a  “One-Hoss  Shay.”  They  visited 
Milford  and  Uxbridge,  and  on  their  return  settled  at  Sanford, 
where  he  built  up  a  prosperous  business,  upon  the  lines  practiced 
by  him  at  Wells. 

He  had  a  lucrative  business;  was  an  earnest  supporter  of  the 
Congregational  Church,  and  one  of  the  deacons  until  his  removal 
to  Jackson  in  April,  1839.  His  boys  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
“Big  Farm,”  and  in  1841  he  moved  back  to  Sanford,  where  he 
bought  a  small  place  on  the  upper  side  of  the  village  towards 
Springvale,  where  he  lived  until  his  death  Sept.  2,  1851. 

His  widow  survived  him  many  years.  She  died  at  the  home  of 
her  son  Charles  at  Springvale,  Me.,  Oct.  1,  1884,  at  the  age  of 
ninety-four  years.

83571  EDWIN  DORR  FROST,  son  of  Dr.  Elias  and  Mary 
was  born  at  the  village  of  Meriden,  town  of  Plainfield,  N.  H., 
Aug.  11,  1817.  After  graduating  from  Kimball  Union  Academy 
of  that  town  and  spending  one  year  at  Dartmouth  College  he 
chose  farming  as  a  vocation.  He  married,  Apr.  27,  1852,  Char¬ 
lotte,  daughter  of  his  cousin,  Deacon  John  Frost  of  Sanford,  Me. 
They  first  lived  in  a  small  house  on  the  Lebanon  road,  about 
twenty  rods  northeast  from  the  brick  Baptist  Church  of  Meriden 
(this  house  was  standing  in  1925).  In  1854  they  moved  in  with  the 
old  folks  in  the  large  house.  In  1858  he  bought  the  Benjamin 
Manchester,  or  Doctor  Wheeler  place.  It  was  on  the  Cornish 
road,  a  mile  south  of  Meriden.  It  contained  about  fifteen  acres  of 
land  and  a  fair  set  of  buildings.  This  was  their  home  for  the  rest

PART  II 

NICHOLAS  FROST 


In  a  letter,  dated  Oct.  19, 1897,  addressed  to  Dr.  J.  L.  M.  Willis, 
President  of  the  Eliot  Historical  Society,  and  published  in  Vol.  I, 
No.  XI,  of  “Old  Eliot,”  Mr.  George  W.  Frost,  of  Washington, 
D.  C.,  states  that  he  has  in  his  possession  an  old  writing,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy : 

“Dec’br  Ye  27th  1640.

Nicholas  Frost  with  wife  Bertha  and  sons  Charles  and  John 
sailed  as  above  mentioned  and  landed  at  Little  Harbor,  where 
they  must  have  lived  for  a  year,  since  their  daughter  Anna  was 
born  there  in  April,  1635.  Within  the  next  two  years  Nicholas 
removed  his  family  to  the  head  of  Sturgeon  Creek,  in  what  is 
now  Eliot,  Me.,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death. 

In  a  deposition  taken  in  1673,  Phillip  Swadden  says,  “thirty- 
eight  or  thirty-nine  years  since,  living  then  at  pishchataqua,  I  do 
positively  know  yt  Mr.  Thomas  Wannerton  gave  to  Nicholas  Frost 
a  Prcell  of  Land  up  in  Pishataqua  River,  now  known  by  the 
name  of  Kittery,  which  pcell  of  land  was  bounded,  on  the  east 
with  a  little  Cove,  Joyneing  to  the  Fort  Poynt,  on  the  South  West 
on  the  River,  on  the  North  West  Northerly  with  a  great  stumpe 
called  the  Mantill-tree  stumpe;  which  is  about  the  middle  of  the 
lane,  wch  Joynes  to  ye  Land  which  Major  Nicholas  Shapleigh 
now  possesseth,  &  soe  runneing  into  ye  woods,  as  fare  backe  as  the 
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sayd  Wannerton’s  Land  went,  which  Tract  of  Land  Mr.  Thomas 
Wannerton  gave  to  the  sayd  Nicholas  Frost  to  come  and  bee  his 
Neighbor.” 

Soon  afterwards  he  is  said  to  have  purchased  four  hundred 
acres  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  Piscataqua  River,  on  which  he 
built  a  small  log  house,  and  in  1640,  a  large  two-story  house  of 
hewn  logs,  which  was  known  as  the  ffrost’s  Garrison.  In  1637, 
“Mr.  Alexander  Shapleigh  and  Mr.  James  Treworgie  did  agree 
with  the  neighbors  dwelling  at  and  about  Sturgeon  Creek,  that 
there  should  alwayes  be  a  highway  from  Nicholas  ffrost’s  house 
down  to  Sturgeon  Creek,  and  soe  along  to  the  ceaders,  as  the  said 
ffrost  desired  of  sd  Shapleigh  a  way  to  be  left  from  the  sd  creek  to 
his  house.” 

There  is  said  to  be  a  record  in  the  York  deeds,  dated  May,  1633, 
to  the  effect  that  “when  the  marsh  was  divided,  Mr.  Alexander 
Shapleigh  did  find  that  Nicholas  Frost  had  too  little  marsh  for 
his  stock  of  cattle,  and  therefor  did  freely  give  him  the  five  acres 
of  marsh  allotted  to  him,  the  said  Alexander  Shapleigh.”  There  is 
evidently  some  mistake  in  this  record,  since  in  1633  Nicholas  Frost 
had  not  yet  left  England. 

In  1649  Nicholas  Frost,  Capt.  Nicholas  Shapleigh  and  John 
Heard  were  elected  selectmen,  the  first  selectmen  of  the  newly 
incorporated  town  of  Kittery.  In  1651,  he,  with  Nicholas  Shap¬ 
leigh  and  Anthony  Emery  served  in  the  same  capacity.  In  the 
same  year  1651,  the  town  of  Kittery  granted  to  Nicholas  Frost, 
“340  acres  of  land,  joining  on  the  west  to  Anthony  Emery’s  land, 
and  on  the  east  side  of  ye  land  with  a  brook  which  runs  into 
Agmenticus  river,  and  on  ye  south  to  ye  end  of  ye  plains.”  Twenty 
acres  more  were  granted  him  in  1653. 

July  4,  1650,  Nicholas  Frost’s  wife,  Bertha,  and  daughter,  Anna, 
were  captured  by  Indians  and  taken  to  a  camp  at  the  mouth  of 
Sturgeon  Creek.  Nicholas  and  his  son  Charles  were  at  York  at 
the  time,  and  on  their  return  attempted  to  rescue  them  but  were 
unsuccessful;  Charles,  however,  killed  a  chief  and  a  brave.  The 
next  day  Charles,  his  father  and  some  of  the  neighbors  went  back 
to  the  camp  but  were  too  late.  The  camp  was  deserted,  only  the 
bodies  of  Bertha  and  Anna  were  found  there.  They  were  buried 
near  the  old  Garrison. 

In  1657  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  York,  Kittery,  Wells 
and  other  towns  petitioned  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  was  then 
Lord  Protector  of  England,  to  be  allowed  to  remain  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts.  The  reasons  they  gave  were  as 
follows:  “Because  wee  feare  ye  hurtfulnesse  of  our  changes,  as  o’r 
govermt  now  is,  our  prsons  &  Estate  stand  under  ye  securitie  of 
wholesome  laws,  watchfull  Governors,  ye  fathers  of  our  nourish¬ 
ment  and  peace,  whose  joyous  care  not  only  tollerates  but  main¬ 
tains  us  ye  pure  Institutions,  for  ye  pure  Institutions,  for  ye 
Incouragemt  of  godly  prsons  both  Mininsrs  and  othrs,  to  reside 
amongst  us,  but  changing  it  may  throw  us  back  into  our  former 
Estate  to  live  under  negligent  masters,  ye  danger  of  a  confused 
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Annarchy  &  such  other  inconveniences  as  may  make  us  a  fitt 
shelter  for  ye  worst  men,  delinquents  &  ill  affected  psons  to  make 
their  recourse  unto,  thereby  to  exempt  themselves  from  their 
justly  deserved  punishment.”  The  petition  was  signed  by  Nicholas 
Frost  and  his  eldest  son  Charles. 

He  died  July  20,  1663,  leaving  an  estate  that  inventoried  £640, 
15s,  7d.  There  were  1042  acres  of  land,  27  head  of  cattle,  19  hogs, 
4  horses,  and  one  negro  boy,  besides  personal  property.  He  had, 
as  he  supposed,  divided  his  property  by  deeds  of  gift  to  take 
effect  after  his  death;  which  deeds  the  Court  set  aside  as  “invalid 
and  of  none  effect”;  and  divided  the  estate  according  to  its  own 
judgment. 

Charles  was  given  a  double  share,  “for  his  care  and  former 
trouble”  of  his  father.  The  daughters  Catherine  and  Elizabeth 
were  given  personal  property  for  their  share.  The  second  son, 
John  Frost  of  Boston,  had  three  hundred  acres  of  land,  a  marsh 
valued  at  £65,  and  the  balance  in  money. 

Nicholas,  the  minor  son,  was  given  a  house  and  lot  adjoining 
William  Leighton’s  land.  Charles  Frost  was  the  executor,  and 
gave  a  bond  of  £1000. 

The  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Nicholas  Frost  is  on  file  in  the 
Court  records  at  Alfred,  York  County,  Me.  The  following  is 
a  copy : 

“An  inventory  of  the  goods,  lands,  Cattle  &  chatties  with  ye 
appurtenances,  given  p.  Nicholas  Frost  late  of  Kittery,  deceased, 
unto  his  Children,  as  by  his  deeds  of  gyft,  bearing  date  ye  12th 
day  of  Sept.  1650.

Nicholas  Frost  was  illiterate  and  signed  documents  with  his 
mark  which  was  a  combination  of  the  Letters  N  and  F.  The  inven¬ 
tory  of  the  estate  foots  up  £640  15s  07d. 

The  Court  was  held  at  Wells,  Sept.  29,  1663.  Charles  Frost’s 
bond  as  administrator  was  £1000.

1  CHARLES  LINE 

SECOND  GENERATION 

1  Major  CHARLES  FROST,  son  of  Nicholas  and  Bertha, 
born  at  Tiverton,  England,  July  30,  1631,  was  the  most  dis¬ 
tinguished  of  all  the  seventeenth  century  American  Frosts.  He 
made  his  first  public  appearance  when,  as  a  boy  of  fifteen,  he  acci¬ 
dentally  shot  and  killed  one  of  his  companions,  Warwick  Heard, 
Mar.  24,  1646.  His  own  account  of  the  affair,  as  taken  from  the 
Court  records,  is  as  follows: 
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“Charles  Frost  sayeth  that  he  being  about  his  father’s  door, 
looking  into  the  marsh,  saw  three  geese  light  in  the  marsh,  as  he 
thought,  by  a  little  puddle  of  water;  and  he  taking  a  piece  ran 
down  into  the  marsh  to  get  a  shot  at  them;  and  he  coming  there, 
crept  along  on  his  belly.  Warwick  Heard  seeing  the  same  three 
geese  light,  and  being  crept  into  the  brush  and  long  grass  before 
him,  he  not  knowing  him  to  be  there,  and  it  being  after  sunset,  — 
Warwick  Heard  being  upon  his  knees  ready  to  give  fire,  and  the 
wind  blowing  the  skirts  of  his  jacket  abroad,  Charles  Frost  lifting 
up  his  head,  as  he  was  creeping,  thought  it  to  be  a  goose  picking 
herself,  presently  gave  fire  and  so  shot  him.” 

The  Coroner’s  Jury  consisted  of  the  following:  John  Spencer, 
Thomas  Spencer,  James  Bowker,  Edward  Smale,  Abraham 
Conley,  Thomas  Jones,  John  Meridaugh,  James  Newet,  Richard 
Nason,  Ambrose  Borden,  Thomas  Doustan,  and  Thomas  Beard. 
Their  verdict  was  that  Charles  Frost  was  not  guilty  of  wilful 
murder  of  Warwick  Heard.  The  higher  Court  confirmed  the 
verdict  and  discharged  young  Frost.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there¬ 
after  he  was  more  careful  with  firearms,  and  it  is  probable  that  he 
was,  since  he  was  enrolled  as  a  soldier  the  next  year. 

We  next  hear  of  him  Dec.  16,  1652,  when  the  town  of  Kittery 
granted  him  a  tract  of  one  hundred  acres  of  land  at  Thompson’s 
point,  of  “twenty  four  Poles  wide,  &  so  running  backward  the 
same  breahth  over  the  Rocky  Hills  untill  ye  sd  one  hundred  acres 
be  accomplished.”  The  tract  so  granted  was  three  hundred  and 
ninety-six  feet  wide  and  something  more  than  two  miles  long. 
About  like  Euclid’s  definition  of  a  line:  “that  which  has  length 
without  breadth.”  Twelve  years  afterwards  he  sold  half  of  this 
tract  to  the  Oliver  brothers,  who  were  fishermen  at  the  Isles  of 
Shoals;  but  we  are  not  informed  as  to  whether  it  was  to  be  divided 
lengthwise  or  crosswise. 

Among  the  Court  papers  of  the  time  may  be  found  the  following 
record : 

“  By  this  Court  &  Authoritee  Theroff :  Holden  ye  ffourth  daye  of 
Maye  1653,  Att  ye  place  called  Franks  Forte,  For  ye  chusing  of 
ye  fittest  men  for  ye  selection  of  a  Lott,  &  Building  thereon  a 
Meeting  House.  Itt  is  ordered  —  that  Charles  Frost,  James  Neal, 
James  Emery,  Wm.  Chadbourne,  Icho:  Plaisted,  John  Heard, 
Have  ye  authoritee  to  select  a  Lott  yett  undisposed  &  Build 
thereon  a  Meeting  House  as  they  shalle  judge  meete  for  ye  goode 
of  ye  Inhabitants. 

“It  is  ordered  —  That  ye  Meeting  House  shall  be  builded  forth¬ 
with.  Thirtie  by  fourtie  foote  &  ye  Timbers  shall  be  cutt,  if  yt  can 
be  found  suitable,  from  ye  Lott. 

Itt  is  ordered  —  That  when  ye  Courte  have  agreed  upon  ye 
summ  of  Monye  to  bee  Levyed  uppon  ye  sevrall  people  within  this 
Jurisdiction  ytt  a  Comittee  bee  chusen  to  sett  &  apoynt  W’ch  shall 
be  ye  proportion  of  every  Man  to  Paye  of  ye  sd  Levye- 
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Charles  Frost  was  a  representative  to  the  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  in  1658,  and  for  five  years  thereafter.  The  same 
year  that  he  was  elected,  the  General  Court  appointed  his  father 
Nicholas,  with  Nicholas  Shapleigh  and  Bryan  Pendleton,  “to  pitch 
&  lay  out  the  deviding  lyne  betweene  the  towns  of  York  and  Wells.” 

His  father  died  in  1663,  and  Charles  was  the  executor  of  his 
estate  under  bonds  of  one  thousand  pounds.  He  was  the  choice 
of  his  minor  brother  Nicholas,  for  the  latter’s  guardian,  and  he 
gives  the  following  bond : 

“W’ras,  I  Charles  Frost  of  Kittery,  have  accepted  of  the 
gardinership  of  my  brother  Nicho:  Frost,  by  his  own  voluntary 
Choyce  &  Consent,  vntill  he  come  to  twenty  one  years  of  age, 
as  alsoe  of  his  portion  amounting  to  ye  valew  of  one  hundred 
pounds  —  thyrty  pounds  w’rof  is  in  lands  &  tenn  pounds  my  sd 
brother  already  have  receaved  by  acco’pt  of  schooleing,  cloathing, 
&  otherwise: 

In  consideration  w’rof,  I  the  aforesd  Charles  Frost,  do  Ingage 
my  selfe,  my  heyrs,  executors,  administrators  &  assigns,  In  a  bond 
of  Two  hundred  pounds,  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  payd  In  due  p’portion 
of  the  rate  of  six  pounds  p  hundred,  yearely,  &  yeare  by  yeare, 
for  the  Interest  of  ye  some  of  sixty  pounds,  vnto  my  sd  brother 
Nicholas  or  his  assigns,  in  m’rchandable  dry  Codd  fish  or  provisions 
at  Currant  prizes,  at  or  before  the  last  day  of  Octob :  yearly,  being 
about  foure  yeares  and  sixe  months  from  the  date  hereof,  &  I  do 
further  Ingage  In  the  same  bond  of  Two  hundred  pounds,  to  do 
the  best  of  my  Endeavvor  for  the  securing  of  the  sd  Estate  of 
ninety  pounds  (the  lands  only  excepted)  &  at  the  expiration  of 
that  tyme  above  mentioned  redeliver  the  possession  thereof, 
vidzt:  of  the  Lands  &  of  the  remajns  of  the  estate  being  sixty 
pounds  into  the  hands  of  my  sd  brother  Nicholas,  In  good  sufficient 
Cattle,  In  such  kind  of  Cattle  as  I  receave,  as  they  shall  be  apprized 
by  two  Indifferent  men,  chozen  by  o’rselves,  if  otherwise  Wee  do 
not  agree. 

In  witness  w’rof  I  have  here  unto  sett  my  hand  &  seale,  this 
fifth  day  of  March,  1663.4.

July  6,  1668,  Charles  Frost  was  commissioned  captain,  and 
during  King  Philip’s  War  he  had  charge  of  the  garrisons  on 
Sturgeon  Creek.  In  1669  he  was  one  of  three  representatives 
from  Yorkshire  to  the  General  Court  held  in  Boston,  and  in  1671 
he  was  town  clerk  of  Kittery.  Dec.  27,  1675,  he  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  Joseph  Bolles,  of  Wells.  He  was  forty-four  at  the 
time  and  she  was  thirty-three. 
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The  same  year  King  Philip’s  War  broke  out,  and  Captain  Frost 
wrote  to  Major  Waldron  at  Dover,  N.  H.,  for  permission  to 
garrison  his  house.  The  major’s  reply  was  as  follows: 

“Capt.  Frost  and  Sergent  Neall. 

Gentlemen:  I  thought  to  have  met  with  you  Here  at  major 
Shapley’s  but  enderstanding  the  guns  were  herd  about  Stargeon 
Creek,  it  is  well  you  tooke  your  march  as  you  did  —  my  desire 
and  order  is  that  you  garrison  your  owne  house  with  ten  men, 
and  doe  your  beste  now  the  snow  is  upon  the  grond,  which  will 
be  advantage  upon  ther  tracks.  Your  letter  I  reseved  about 
garrisoning  your  house.  We  have  a  party  of  men  upon  your  side 
commanded  by  goodman  banmore;  and  John  Wingut  and  Joseph 
Fild  are  going  out  this  night:  and  in  case  you  want  men,  goe  to 
the  garrison  above  and  especially  Samon  faul,  and  take  men 
for  any  expedition:  and  all  the  comanders  of  the  garrisons  are 
hereby  requierd  to  Atend  your  order  Herein  and  this  shall  be  your 
suficant  warrent. 

dated  this  8  nomber,  1675,  about  3  o’clock.

The  death  of  King  Philip  in  August,  1676,  ended  the  war,  and 
it  was  in  September  of  that  year  that  Waldron  and  Frost  played 
upon  the  Indians  the  “base  Yankee  trick”  as  the  Indians  called 
it,  which  they  never  forgot  nor  forgave,  and  which  years  afterwards 
cost  both  Waldron  and  Frost  their  lives.  Particulars  of  the 
“trick,”  and  also  of  the  death  of  Waldron  may  be  found  in  any 
standard  Historv  of  the  United  States,  or  in  Drake’s  “Border 
Wars  of  New  England.” 

King  William’s  War  commenced  in  the  summer  of  1688,  and 
in  April,  1689,  the  Indians  captured  Dover,  killed  twenty-three 
persons,  including  Major  Waldron,  and  twenty-nine  were  taken 
captive.  In  August  of  that  year  Governor  Danforth  issued  to 
Captain  Frost  the  following  commission: 

“The  President  of  the  Province  of  Mayne  in  New  England.” 

To  Major  Charles  Frost. 

Whereas  you  are  appointed  Sergt.  Major  of  the  military  fforces 
in  the  Province.  These  are  in  their  Majesties  names  to  authorize 
and  require  you  to  take  into  your  care  and  conduct  the  said 
military  forces,  and  diligently  to  intend  that  service  as  Sergent 
Major,  by  Governing  and  exercising  the  military  forces  of  said 
Province  as  the  Law  directeth.  Commanding  the  Militia  of  said 
Province  that  they  observe  and  obey  all  such  orders  and  directions 
as  from  time  to  time  you  shall  receive  from  the  president  or  other 
superior  authority. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  put  my  hand  and  seal 
the  23d  day  of  August  in  the  year  1689,  Annoque  R.R.  et  Regina 
Willielmi  et  Marise  Angelica  primo. 

Thomas  Danforth,  President.” 
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“By  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  Major  Frost,  the  east 
shore  of  the  Piscataqua  was  preserved  from  savage  incursions. 
His  soldiers  were  constantly  on  the  alert,  scouting  about  the 
borders  of  the  towns.  The  eastern  towns  were  deserted.  Some 
removed  to  Salem,  others  to  the  fort  at  Wells,  but  a  great  many 
were  butchered  or  carried  away  into  captivity,  so  that  before 
the  war  ended,  the  number  killed  eastward  of  Piscataqua  amounted 
to  four  hundred  and  fifty,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  were  made 
captives.  All  the  towns  and  settlements  except  Wells  and  Pisca¬ 
taqua  were  overrun,  the  former  commanded  by  Maj.  Converse, 
and  the  latter  by  Maj.  Frost.” 

“Major  Frost  was  constantly  and  actively  engaged  in  military 
service  till  1693,  when  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  governor’s  council. 
After  this  he  was  employed  between  sessions  in  guarding  the  forts 
and  garrisons  about  Kittery,  and  in  ordering  out  Scouts  and  in 
transmitting  the  orders  of  government  to  the  various  military 
stations  throughout  the  province.”  The  following  letter  written 
by  him  to  one  of  his  subordinates  will  give  some  idea  of  his  vigi¬ 
lance,  also  of  the  constant  state  of  alarm  under  which  our  fore¬ 
fathers  were  living  at  the  time: 

“April:  2:  1693. 

Leiut.  Hill. 

Last  night  a  Litle  after  sun  sett  Noah  Emory  was  coming  from 
Kittery  to  Sturgion  Creke  &  by  the  waie  sid  herd  som  crackling 
of  stickes:  &  herd  a  man  whissell:  upon  which  he  stopt  under  a 
bush:  and  went  an  other  waie:  John  Smith  coming  after  him 
saw  a  man  nere  Sturgion  Creke  bridge  who  ran  awaie  down  the 
creke:  Smith  being  on  horse  back  came  to  my  Garison  —  this 
morning  I  sent  out  som  men  who  saw  the  Indian  track  at  the 
same  place  where  Noah  Emory  herd  him  whissell  —  Kepe  out 
scouts  about  the  borders  of  the  towne :  I  will  send  out  from  hence : 
all  or  souldiers  at  the  banke  are  drawen  of  those  yt  belong  to  you 
are  sent  up:  dispose  of  them  to  such  garisons  at  present  as  you 
thinke  fitt.  I  have  given  two  of  them  liberty  to  goe  home  for  a 
few  dayes. 

In  hast  I  Remaine  yor:  Lo:  friend 
(Superscribed)  Charles  Frost  major. 

Ffor  Leiut  John  Hill 

At  Newichawoneck 
Hast  Post  Hast 

This  Lieutenant  Hill,  afterward  commissioned  captain,  was 
soon  after  this  stationed  at  Fort  Mary,  Saco.  He  had  married 
Major  Frost’s  daughter  Mary,  and  the  fort  was  named  in  her  honor. 

It  was  on  Sunday  afternoon,  July  4,  1697,  that  the  Indians 
consummated  the  revenge  for  “the  base  Yankee  trick”  of  twenty 
years  before.  Major  Frost,  his  wife  and  two  sons,  John  Heard 
and  wife,  and  Dennis  Downing  were  returning  from  meeting. 
A  mile  from  the  garrison  a  party  of  Indians  had  formed  an  ambush 
near  a  large  rock  at  the  side  of  the  road.  They  had  stuck  some 
bushes  in  the  ground  in  front  of  a  log,  behind  which  they  were 
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concealed,  and,  when  the  party  approached,  fired  upon  them. 
Major  Frost  and  Dennis  Downing  were  killed,  and  Mrs.  Heard 
was  mortally  wounded.  Her  husband  tried  to  put  her  on  a  horse, 
but  she  begged  him  to  leave  her  and  save  the  children  at  home. 
The  rest  of  the  party  escaped. 

The  Major  was  buried  near  the  garrison,  and  the  next  night 
the  Indians  disinterred  the  body  and  suspended  it  on  a  stake  on 
the  top  of  Frost  Hill.  A  party  were  gotten  together  who  drove 
the  Indians  off,  and  recovered  and  again  buried  the  body.  The 
grave  was  covered  with  a  large,  flat  stone,  on  which  is  cut  the 
following  inscription: 

HERE  lyeth  Interrd  ye  body 
of  mj.  Charles  Frost  aged 
65  years  Deed  July  ye  4th 
16  9  7 

Such  was  the  death  of  Major  Charles  Frost. 

“The  last  of  that  grand  triumvirate,. 

Unflinching  martyrs  of  a  common  fate, 

Waldron  and  Plaisted  and  Frost,  these  three, 

The  flower  of  New  England  chivalry.” 

His  is  said  to  have  been  the  last  English  blood  shed  in  New 
England  in  King  William’s  War.  The  Treaty  of  Ryswick,  that 
ended  the  war,  being  signed  September  11  of  the  same  year.  Two 
hundred  years  after  his  death  the  Eliot  Historical  Society  held 
memorial  exercises  in  his  honor,  and  inserted  in  Ambush  Rock, 
where  the  tragedy  occurred,  a  marble  tablet  which  bears  the 
following  inscription:

I  Charles  ffrost  of  the  Town  of  Kittery  in  the  Province  of 
Maine  Esqr,  being  by  Gods  Providence  Sick  and  weak  in  body 
but  of  good  and  perfect  Momory  and  of  a  Disposing  mind  consid¬ 
ering  the  uncertain  Estate  of  this  life  and  not  knowing  how  Soon 
it  may  please  the  almighty  God  to  remove  me  out  of  this  world 
Doe  make  constitute  ordain  and  Declare  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament  in  manner  and  form  foilwing,  hereby  revoking  and 
admulling  all  former  Wills  and  Testaments  by  me  made  either 
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by  word  or  writing  And  first  I  comend  my  Soul  to  God  my  Creator 
Hoping  for  the  pardon  of  all  my  sins  and  euerlasting*  Saluation 
through  the  alone  Merrits  of  Jesus  Christ/  and  after  my  Decease 
my  body  to  be  decently  buried  according  to  the  discretion  of  my 
Executrix  with  the  aduice  of  the  overseers  hereafter  named/ 
And  as  to  my  worldly  Estate  my  will  and  meaning  is  the  Same 
shall  be  bestowed  as  hereafter  by  this  my  Will  is  Expressed  after 
the  payment  of  Such  lust  Debts  as  are  pue  by  me 

Imprimis/  for  the  loue  and  affection  I  bear  unto  my  wife  and 
for  other  considerations  hereafter  expressed  I  doe  will  bequeath 
and  giue  unto  her  the  Sole  use  of  all  my  Reall  Estate,  as  houses 
outhouses  barns,  orchard  Garden  Lands  Arable  or  pasture  together 
wth  all  meadows  belonging  or  any  ways  Appertaining  to  me  untill 
my  Children  come  to  Age, to  whom  by  this  my  will  they  are  to  belong 
And  it  is  my  mind  and  will  that  there  be  no  wast  of  timbr  taken 
off  my  lands  aforesd  excepting  what  may  be  necessary  for  building 
fencing  and  fireing/  Also  I  doe  giue  and  bequeath  unto  my 
beloued  wife  Mary  ffrost  aforesd  one  half  of  my  dwelling  house 
Situate  and  Standing  upon  Stirgeon  Creek  in  the  town  and  Province 
aforesd,  together  with  one  halfe  of  all  out  houses  orchard  Garden 
lands  belonging  to  said  ffarm  and  adjoyning  to  sd  house,  being 
in  all  about  flue  hundred  Acres  of  land  more  or  less  together  with 
oen  half  of  the  Stock  of  Cattle  Sheep  hoggs  horses  &  mares  that 
may  be  in  being  when  my  eldest  Son  comes  of  age,  during  her 
Natural  life/  Also  I  doe  giue  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloued 
wife  aforesd  all  my  other  psonail.  Estate  in  Goods  or  Chattells 
whatsoeuer/  she  paying  the  Portions  and  Legacies  hereafter 
expressed  &  disposing  ye  remainder  to  my  Children  as  she  may 
think  meet/  And  it  is  my  will  that  all  my  Children  shall  haue  their 
Education  &  Maintainance,  until  they  come  to  lawful  age  or  be 
Married,  out  of  my  personall  Estate  or  the  produce  thereof. 

Item,  I  giue  and  bequeath  unto  my  oldest  Son  Charles  ffrost 
to  him  and  his  heirs  foreuer  my  dwelling  house  ffarm  and  lands 
whatsoeuer  Scituate  and  being  Near  Stirgeon  Creek,  being  about 
five  hundred  Acres  more  or  less  with  all  Appurtenances  thereof 
with  one  halfe  of  all  the  life  Stock  which  may  be  in  being  or  in 
Possession  of  my  wife  when  he  comes  to  lawful  age  and  then  to 
enter  into  full  possession  of  one  Maytie  or  halfe  of  Said  ffarm  and 
haue  equall  use  and  benefit  with  my  wife  to  all  the  Appurtenences 
thereof  Also  I  doe  giue  unto  him  my  Son  Charles  my  Gold  Seal 
Ring  and  after  the  Decease  of  my  wife  to  possess  and  in  joy  the 
whole  ffarm  aforesd.  And  in  case  my  Said  Son  Should  die  before 
he  comes  of  lawful  age  or  wth  Legittimate  Issue  Then  my  will 
is  that  my  ffarm  aforesd  with  all  its  Appurtenances  Shall  Descend 
to  my  Second  Son  Iohn  ffrost  and  hir  heirs  foreuer  And  in  case 
he  also  Should  die  without  Issue  as  aforesd,  then  I  doe  giue  the 
said  ffarm  to  my  youngest  Son  Nicholas  ffrost  and  his  heirs 
foreuer. 

I  also  giue  to  my  Son  Charles  my  Negro  man  Seruent  called 
Tony  after  my  wifes  decease 
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Item  I  doe  giue  and  bequeath  to  my  second  Son  Iohn  ffrost 
and  his  heires  foreuer  my  part  of  a  dwelling  house  &  land  at 
Strawberry  bank  in  Portsm0  in  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire 
which  part  house  and  land  I  purchased  from  Iohn  Shipway  my 
son  in  law  lately  Deceased  As  alsoe  I  giue  to  my  said  Son  Iohn 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  near  the  Town  of  York,  be  it  more  or 
less  in  the  Township  of  Kettery  aforesd  as  by  the  Town  grant 
appears  Alsoe  I  giue  to  my  said  Son  one  piece  of  Gold  called  a 
Guinia  as  also  a  Negro  boy  called  Esqr  All  the  aboue  to  be  in 
his  actuall  possession  when  he  comes  to  lawful  age  And  in  case  my 
said  Son  iohn  should  die  without  leauing  Lawfull  Isue  behind 
him  or  if  the  Estate  allotted  for  my  son  Charles  by  his  Decease  wth 
out  Should  descend  to  my  Son  Iohn,  in  either  of  these  cases  Then

The  records  of  the  marriage  of  Major  Charles  Frost  and  of  the 
birth  of  some  of  his  children  are  very  conflicting.  According  to 
one  authority  he  was  married  in  1666,  although  1675  is  the  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  date.  Another  authority  gives  two  different  dates 
for  the  births  of  his  daughters,  without  attempting  to  say  which 
is  correct.  The  writer  has  thought  it  best  to  follow  this  last- 
mentioned  authority  and  give  both  dates,  for  reasons  that  will 
appear  hereafter.  There  seems  to  be  no  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  the  birth  of  the  sons.

The  title  page  is  missing,  but  at  the  beginning  of  the  New 
Testament,  a  second  title  page  states  that  this  old  Geneva  Bible, 
which  is  one  of  the  ‘‘Breeches”  version  was,  “Imprinted  at 
London  by  the  Deputies  of  Christopher  Barker,  Printer  to  the 
Queen’s  moft  Excellent  Maieftie,  1599.” 

On  the  inside  of  the  cover  are  the  names  of  the  successive  owners 
of  the  Bible. 

“Carolus  Gelu  Ejus  Liber  Anno  Christi  1693.” 

“Mary  Frost  her  bible  1700” 

“William  Frost’8  Bible  Given  to  him  by  his  mother  mrB  Mary 
Pref  scott.” 

“The  Gift  of  Wm.  Frost  to  his  Eldest  Son  Benja  Frost  1771.” 

Following  the  book  of  Job  is  a  title  page  for  the  second  division 
of  the  Old  Testament.  “This  Second  Part  of  the  Bible,  conteineth 
these  bookes.  Pfalmes . Malachi.”

Mary,  the  wife  of  John  Frost  was  a  sister  of  Sir  William  Pep¬ 
perrell  who  captured  Louisburg  in  1745.  After  the  death  of  Mr. 
Frost  she  married  Rev.  Benjamin  Colman,  and  after  his  death 
she  married  Benjamin  Prescott,  of  Danvers.  John  Frost  resided 
at  Newcastle,  N.  H.,  and  in  1709  was  appointed  Commander  of 
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the  British  man-of-war  Edward.  Later  he  was  a  merchant  at 
Newcastle,  and  was  one  of  the  Governor’s  Council.  He  died  Feb. 
25,  1732-3.

The  writer  has  followed  the  record  that  he  considers  the  most  reliable,  since  it  is 
said  to  be  “By  a  descendant  of  Joseph,  son  of  Hon.  John  Frost.” 

Another  account  says  that  “Dorothy  married  Capt.  Clifford,  of  Salem.  This 
is  ‘  Mary  ’  in  the  record.  Timothy  married  Hannah  Nowell.  ” 

Mar.  15, 
1795,  unmarried.

Kittery  and  her  Families,”  but  according  to  “New  England 

Family  History,”  his  first  wife  was  Sarah - ,  and  Joanna 

Jackson  was  his  second.  However  that  may  be,  he  married 
Joanna  Nov.  9,  1738.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  George  and

He  was  appointed  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  the  organization  of 
Strafford  County,  N.  H.,  with  Col.  John  Wentworth,  of  Somers- 
worth,  and  Col.  Otis  Baker  of  Dover,  in  1773,  and  so  continued 
until  1791,  when  he  became  disqualified  by  age.  He  was  for  many 
years  Chief  Justice.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Continental  Con¬ 
gress  in  1776,  1777,  and  1779;  he  was  Councillor  for  three  years 
from  1781.  He  received  an  education  under  the  direction  of  his 
brother-in-law,  Rev.  John  Blunt,  and  then  went  into  the  counting- 
house  of  his  uncle,  Sir.  William  Pepperrell,  and  about  1740 
entered  one  of  Sir  William’s  vessels  as  supercargo.  He  followed 
the  sea  for  about  twenty  years,  and  went  into  partnership  with 
George  Richards  of  London,  sailing  to  and  from  that  port.  On 
the  death  of  Mr.  Richards,  he  married  his  widow,  who  died  in 
England  about  1757,  leaving  no  children.

1332  Gen.  JOHN  FROST,  son  of  John  and  Sarah,  born 
Aug.  15,  1738,  was  a  captain  in  the  campaigns  against  Louisburg 
in  1758,  Ticonderoga  and  Crown  Point  in  1759,  and  Canada  in 
1760.  In  1775  was  Lieutenant-Colonel  at  the  siege  of  Boston, 
and  was  promoted  to  Colonel  at  the  beginning  of  the  campaign 
of  1776.  He  won  distinction  in  the  engagements  that  preceded 
Washington’s  retreat  to  Philadelphia,  and  when  Burgoyne  invaded 
New  York,  his  regiment  became  an  adjunct  to  the  army  of  Gates. 
After  Burgoyne’s  surrender,  Colonel  Frost  joined  Washington’s 
central  division  and  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  Monmouth  and 
other  engagements. 

Until  the  close  of  the  war  he  served  in  the  middle  and  southern 
states,  and  retired  from  the  army  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier- 
General.  He  returned  to  Kittery  where  he  was  appointed  Judge 
of  Court  of  Sessions  for  York  County,  and  afterwards  was  a 
member  of  the  Governor’s  Council  in  Massachusetts,  of  which 
state  Maine  was  at  that  time  a  part. 

Captain  Frost  kept  a  diary  while  with  the  Canadian  expedition 
of  1760,  which  diary  was  published  in  “Old  Eliot,”  from  which 
the  following  extracts  are  copied: 

“Remarks  made  in  the  Expedition  against  Canada,  in  the 
year  1760,  by  me  John  Frost,  Jun’r: 

May  10,  1760.  I  Left  home  on  may  10.  Day  I  left,  my  Father 
very  sick  a  Bad.  &  Rode  in  Company  with  Capt.  Chadbourn  & 
Several  other  Gentlemen  to  Kingstown. 
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21st.  Raney  this  Day.  Rode  to  Belerica  to  Osgoods  where  we 
Lodged.” 

“28th.  This  Day  we  marched.  Showers,  at  Kingston  Samuel 
Bridges  being  Very  sick  we  Cared  him  upon  ouer  horses  most  of 
the  way.” 

“30th.  This  Day  we  marched  to  Westfield,  a  Plesant  Day. 
Good  Road.  We  went  over  a  River  abuot  forty  Rood  in  Bredth. 
Some  Rode  over,  some  waded  over.” 

June.  “3d  Day.  We  marched  to  Ingersols  where  we  found 
Mr.  Thomas  Moody  Very  Sick,  had  a  good  Super,  And  inted  for 
the  Ich  with  anquintum:  &  Lev’t  Fauster  Likewise” 

“4th.  “  this  Day  it  Was  Very  Raineye  all  Day:  we  tarried  here 
all  Day,  Just  before  night  I  was  taken  Very  Ill  and  went  to  bad.” 

“9th.  this  Day  I  and  Mr.  Moody  sot  of  from  Mr.  Ingersels  of 
Nobeltown,  &  arrived  at  Green  bush  about  Dark,  we  went  from 
one  house  to  another  till  it  was  Late:  and  at  last  we  Put  up  at 
Captain  Dswes  where  we  could  not  git  any  Super,  and  was  fost 
to  Lay  on  the  flooer.” 

“24th.  Fair  weather  this  morning.  We  struck  ouer  Tents  and 
Sot  out  for  the  milles  where  we  Loaded  ouer  Battows  with  Poark, 
and  Put  out  for  Ticonderoag,  where  we  Rec’h  ouer  armes,  &c,  and 
Capt.  Chadbourns  Company  was  stacen’d  hear,  wilst  Capt. 
Bradford,  Capt.  fallows,  Capt.  Harras,  &  Capt.  moulton,  Capt. 
West  went  on  to  Crown  Pint.” 

“25th.  This  Day  I  Rec’d  orders  to  gow  to  Crown  Pint  with  a 
row  gallow  &  a  Battey,  with  Twenty-four  men,  where  I  arrived 
about  two  hours  by  soon  at  night,  and  Campt  with  Capt.  Moulton.” 
July. 

“8th.  This  Day  in  the  mornin  about  a  Nower  by  Soon  Light, 
over  against  the  fourt,  a  Party  of  Indeanes  fell  on  some  of  Mr. 

Rodgers - ?  as  they  were  at  work  and  kiled  one  and  wounded 

eight.  Eight  more  were  missing.” 

“11th.  This  day  there  was  two  men  Died  out  of  Hospetal  that 
were  wounded.  Capt.  Wentworth  went  to  the  hospetal  in  the 
morning.  We  went  in  to  see  them  that  ware  a  Live.  And  of  all 
the  smell  that  ever  I  smelt,  there  never  was  one  that  ever  smelt 
so  bad.” 

“13th.  Lord’s  Day.  This  Day  I  went  on  fortigue.  Just  after 
Sunsit  there  was  a  Regular  Solder  Confined  in  ouer  Quarter  gard, 
and  after  he  had  been  in  there  a  littel  wile,  there  came  a  mob  and 
forst  the  gard:  took  out  the  Prisoner.  There  was  a  great  Stur. 
One  Regelar  wounded  in  the  Strugel.  14th-16th.  Very  Hot.” 

“17th.  This  Day  I  took  the  Quarter  Gard.  Very  coaid.” 

August. 

14.  About  ten  of  Clock  in  fore  noon  there  was  a  Very  great 
Storm  of  rain,  high  Wind.  We  Lost  ten  or  more  men  that  were 
over  Sot  and  Drowned.  One  man  to  day  was  Shot  by  the  means 
of  a  gon  going  of  accidentally.  A  very  Unlucky  day  in  Dead.” 

“  16th.  We  sot  of  for  St.  John’s:  at  three  of  Clock  in  the  morning 
we  got  thear:  when  our  Slupes  .  .  .  Here  we  are  now  all 
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drawn  up  in  order  to  land,  and  expect  to  Land  every  moment.  .  . 

we  all  Landed  well.  Not  one  man  hirt.  we  Landed  about  one 
of  clock  in  the  afternoon.  All  hand  ware  imployed  about  a  brest 
work  here.  We  tarried  all  night.  I  was  Picket  this  night.” 

“17th.  The  Lord’s  Day.  One  of  our  battoes  went  near  the 
fourt  and  fired:  met  with  Som  Damedge:  six  men  haveing  Eight 
Lags  Shot  of.  I  am  for  Picket  this  night.” 

“24th.  This  is  the  Lord’s  Day,  and  a  most  Tarebal  Day  it  is. 
in  Stead  of  gowing  to  Church,  nothin  but  the  Roarin  of  Cannons 
and  mortars  —  the  alarms  of  war  and  a  Crie  for  human  Blude. 

This  evening  about  eight  of  Clock,  we  met  with  a  misfortain; 
had  one  ensien  shot  through;  one  Seirgent  Shot  of  one  hand  and 
broke  the  other  arm.  Wm.  Firbush  was  his  name.” 

“Htth.  This  Day  we  took  a  bridge,  a  Slupe,  a  Skuner,  all  from 
the  French,  with  Several  Prisoners  abourd,  with  seven  Barels  of 
Poder.  a  Very  Lucky  Day.  Lost  two  or  three  men.” 

“27th.  we  had  a  Very  hot  batel  with  our  Cannon  from  both 
Sides  till  Sonset.  And  about  two  of  Clock  in  the  afternoon,  met 
with  a  bad  axdent:  we  had  ouer  magazien  of  one  batery  blown  up 
by  means  of  the  French  fireing  hot  shot.  We  lost  six  men.  This 
night  we  fired  Very  hard  on  the  French,  and  Just  before  Day  they 
Left  the  Illand  and  went.  I  was  on  the  Picket  this  night.” 

“28th.  This  Day  we  took  possession  of  the  Island:  took  one  100 
men  Prisoners,  and  now  blessed  be  god  the  Inglish  Flag  is  flying 
on  Isle  noix.” 

“September  the  first  1760  at  the  Isle  of  Noix.” 

“5th.  One  of  our  men  came  up  here  for  Provisions.  Ensign 
Frost  came  with  them  very  sick.” 

“1760.  at  the  Isle  noix,  October  first.” 

“4th.  I  arrived  at  Crown  Point  about  Eight  of  Clock,  and 
Blessed  be  God  that  I  am  Releved  from  the  Isle  noix,  where 
I  Hop  I  Shant  never  be  a  Gain.” 

“8th.  Ensien  Pepperell  Frost  Died  after  a  Long  fit  of  Sickness.” 

This  was  1227  Pepperrell  Frost,  son  of  Charles  and  Sarah  (Pep- 
perrell)  Frost,  born  Apr.  10,  1738.  Hence  he  was  twenty-two  years 
and  six  months  old  when  he  died. 

The  last  entry  in  the  diary  is  as  follows:  “Nov.  10.  A  Surlute 
fired  from  ouer  cannon,  being  the  King’s  birth  Day. 

12,  h.  Sot  off  with  Capt.  Chadbourn.” 

Some  of  the  “debit  acc’ts”  are  for  the  following: 

A  Bole  of  Brandy,  a  gel  of  Cordel,  a  bole  of  Sangre,  a  geal  of 
Srub,  a  bole  of  Punch,  a  Pint  of  Rum,  Chease,  Loaf  Shuger,  half 
lb  Cocalet.”  Evidently  Captain  Frost  was  not  a  prohibitionist. 

In  1776  the  Committee  of  Correspondence  and  Inspection  for 
the  Town  of  Kittery  agreed  with  Co’onel  Frost  and  Samuel  Weeks 
to  make  two  large  carriages  for  two  twelve  pounders.  The  cost 
of  said  carriages  was  £43.  11s.  5d. 

The  following  correspondence  is  from  General  Frost’s  Orderly 
Book. 
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“State  of  Massachusetts  Bay. 

Council  Chamber,  Feb’y  14th,  1780. 

Ordered:  That  the  Brigadier  of  the  County  of  York,  be,  and 
hereby  is  directed  to  (draft)  from  his  Brigade  fifty  men,  including 
three  Commission  Officers,  four  Serjeants,  four  Corp’s,  one 
Drummer  and  Fifer,  and  see  that  they  are  armed,  accoutred, 
agreeable  to  the  Militia  Law  of  this  State:  and  furnished  at  their 
own  expense  with  sufficient  blankets  to  each  man,  with  ten  days 
provisions,  and  order  them  to  march  to  Camden,  in  the  County 
of  Lincoln,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  arrive  there  by  the  15th 
day  of  March  next:  there  to  follow  such  orders  and  instructions 
as  shall  be  given  them  by  Brigadier  Wadsworth,  who  is  appointed 
to  take  command  of  such  men  as  shall  be  raised  and  sent  to 
Camden,  for  the  defence  of  the  County  of  Lincoln.  Said  men  to 
continue  in  service  the  term  of  three  months,  from  the  time  they 
shall  arrive  at  Camden,  the  place  of  rendezvous,  unless  sooner 
discharged;  and  to  be  upon  such  establishment  as  the  General 
Court  shall  have  afterwards.

Sir:  Rec’d  the  within  orders  from  Council  this  Day  at  four 
Clock  after  noon,  you  sea  the  Conttens;  and  you  are  hereby 
directed  to  detach  from  your  Regiment  one  Capt.  Two  Serjeants, 
&  Two  Corporals,  and  thirteen  Privetmen,  and  sea  they  are 
orquiped  agreeable  to  the  above  or  within  order  of  Council.  And 
be  ready  to  march  by  the  fourth  Day  of  March  next.  And  accord¬ 
ingly  march  on  said  Day  without  fail.  And  make  Return  to  me 
that  day  of  your  Doings.  I  expect  these  orders  to  be  complied 
with,  without  fail;  that  there  may  not  be  another  Penobscot 
affair,  and  the  County  Blamed  for  not  Doing  the  Duty.  I  have 
directed  Colo.  Grow  to  send  one  Liv’t,  &  Colo.  Cutts  to  Send  One 
Liv’t.  I  am  your  Humble  Serv’t

You  will  order  Capt.  Staples  to  take  Command  of  the  men, 
as  it  is  fair,  unless  you  can  git  a  better  man.  I  have  directed 
Colo.  Grow  and  Cutts  that  their  men  march  on  the  fourth  day 
of  month.  You  will  Git  a  Drummer.  Grow  will  Git  a  fifer.

I  sent  Grow  and  Cutts  much  the  same  order.”

The  two  hundred  acres  and  one-fourth  part  of  the  saw-mill,  he 
sold  in  1779,  for  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds.  This  is  a  con¬ 
siderable  advance  over  the  appraised  value,  but  it  was  probably 
Continental  currency,  which  was  at  a  large  discount. 

Since  the  property  was  divided  among  four  children  only,  in 
1775,  it  is  probable  that  Charles,  the  youngest  child  of  Charles 
and  Joanna,  died  before  that  time,  unmarried.

Frank  R.  Stockton,  many  of  whose  works  have  been  illustrated 
by  Mr.  Frost,  said  of  him:  “By  nature  Mr.  Frost  is  essentially  a 
humorist.  He  has  done  some  literary  work  in  the  way  of  verses, 
which  would  have  given  him  a  name  among  lovers  of  fun  if  he 
had  not  put  a  pencil  to  paper.  To  understand  this  it  is  only 
necessary  to  look  over  the  pages  of  his  ‘Stuff  and  Nonsense,’ 
and  if  the  legends  to  the  pictures  of  another  book,  ‘The  Bull  Calf,’ 
had  been  written  by  anyone  else,  the  most  ludicrous  illustrations 
would  have  lost  a  good  deal  of  their  force.” 

He  married  in  Philadelphia,  Emily  Louise,  daughter  of  Moro 
Philips.  She  is  also  an  artist  and  has  studied  abroad. 

In  a  letter  to  the  writer,  dated  “Paris,  France,  Feb.  19,  1909,” 
Mr.  Frost  said  that  he  was  living  in  Paris  with  his  family.  That 
he  had  two  boys,  aged  nineteen,  and  twenty-one,  who  were 
studying  art,  but  he  did  not  furnish  their  names  or  birth  dates.

Sarah  (Frost)  Redford  died  May  16,  1695,  aged  twenty-nine, 
according  to  her  tombstone  in  Point  of  Graves  Cemetery. 

This  record  is  an  example  of  the  uncertainty  in  the  date  of 
Major  Frost’s  marriage  and  the  birth  of  some  of  his  children. 
If  Sarah  Frost  was  married  in  1687  and  died  in  1695  “aged  29,” 
she  certainly  was  not  born  as  late  as  1683.  Even  in  Colonial  times 
the  girls  did  not  marry  at  the  age  of  four  years.  Again,  if  Sarah 
was  born  in  1666,  as  appears  from  her  tombstone,  then  her  father 
must  have  married  long  before  1675. 

16  ABIGAIL  FROST,  daughter  of  Major  Charles  and  Mary, 
born  May  10,  1685  (1668);  married  Joshua  Frazer.  He  died 
before  1714,  since  she  married,  Dec.  30  of  that  year,  William 
Moody  of  Newburyport.

Both  of  these  boys  were  with  the  Major  when  he  was 
killed,  and  had  they  not  escaped,  the  line  of  Nicholas  Frost  would  have  been  extinct 
in  the  third  generation. 

4  CATHERINE  FROST,  was  the  first  of  the  children  of 
Nicholas  to  be  born  in  Kittery.  She  married,  about  1655,  William 
Leighton,  a  shipmaster.  He  settled  at  Kittery  Foreside,  at  a 
place  called  Crooked  Lane,  where  he  received  a  grant  of  thirteen 
acres  of  land  from  the  town  of  Kittery.

6  NICHOLAS  FROST,  the  youngest  of  the  children  of 
Nicholas  and  Bertha,  followed  the  sea,  and  died  in  Limerick, 
Ireland,  Aug.  1,  1673.  His  share  of  his  father’s  estate  was  £105, 
12,  7.  He  died  unmarried  and  left  all  his  property  to  the  children 
of  his  brother  Charles,  and  to  those  of  his  brother-in-law,  William 
Leighton,  by  the  following  letter  written  to  Charles  a  few  months 
before  his  death. 

“From  Patoxon  in  Mary  Land 

Aprill :  28:  1673. 

Louing  Brother  Charles: 

My  kind  loue  to  you  &  your  wife  &  little  ones :  trusting  in  al¬ 
mighty  these  lynes  will  find  you  in  health,  as  I  my  self  am  at 
present :  &  have  been  ever  sinec  my  departure  from  you,  thanks  bee 
to  god,  for  his  preserving  mercy  therein.  I  have  sent  you  foure 
letters  before  thi,  &  could  not  as  yet  understand  whither  you 
have  one  of  them.  I  doe  wonder  at  it.  I  was  doubtfull  you  had 
all  bee  dead,  or  your  Rivers  frozen  up,  that  you  could  not  come 
.  .  .  put  a  letter  on  board  wn  soe  many  opertunitys  have 

prsented,  or  yt  you  had  forgotten  m.  I  have  sent  you  by  Chris¬ 
topher  Addams,  two  Rowls  of  Toba :  weighing  about  sixty  pounds, 
wch  if  come  to  your  hands,  I  pray  you  dispose  of  for  money.  I 
did  send  you  some  by  Mr.  Be.ter,  &  thought  to  have  sent  more, 
but  have  otherwise  ordered  it.  Wee  are  ready  to  sayle  &  have 
been  Laden  this  10.  days,  but  our  Mrchant  hath  not  finished  his 
bussiness.  Wee  are  informed  of  some  dutch  Privaters  yt  are 
upon  this  Coast:  I  wis  they  may  not  Cause  us  to  goe  to  some  port 
Contrary  to  our  orders. 

I  pray  you  to  present  my  service  to  Mr.  Vaughan,  &  my  love 
to  all  my  relations  as  well  in  Boston  as  with  you.  soe  hoping  to 
see  you  in  due  tyme,  I  committ  you  to  ye  protection  of  god,  & 
remay ne  your  loue  brother  till  death. 

I  doe  request  you  in  case  of  Mortality,  that  I  never  return  home, 
that  all  you  have  in  your  hands  as  Well  Lands  as  other  estate,  bee 
devided  acqually  betwen  yor  children  &  brother  Leightons,  when 
of  age,  wch  is  desired  by  your  bro’r 
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It  would  seem  from  the  above  letter,  that  the  Frosts  of  the 
seventeenth  century  were  as  careless  about  answering  letters  as  the 
writer  finds  their  twentieth  century  descendants  to  be.  The  Court, 
as  in  the  case  of  his  father’s  estate,  ignored  the  man’s  last  request, 
and  ordered  his  estate  divided  between  his  brothers  and  sisters. 


PART  III 

GEORGE  FROST 

GEORGE  FROST  of  Winter  Harbor,  Me.,  seems  to  have  been 
the  first  of  the  name  to  settle  in  New  England.  Whether  he  came 
with  Vines  in  1616,  with  Norton  in  1623,  with  Lewis  and  Boington 
in  1629,  or  with  which  other  of  the  various  attempts  to  settle 
there,  there  seems  to  be  no  record.  He  was  at  Winter  Harbor,  at 
the  mouth  of  Saco  River,  now  known  as  Biddeford  Pool,  at  least 
as  early  as  1635,  as  in  that  year  he  was  the  appraiser  of  the  estate 
of  Richard  Williams.  He  was  on  the  Grand  Jury  in  1640,  and  has 
left  no  further  trace.  $ff

The  following  is  from  a  letter  to  the  writer  from  Mrs  Annie 
Potter,  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  a  granddaughter  of  Wingate  Frost. 

“Wingate  Frost  hauled  the  clay  and  materials  to  make  the 
bricks  to  build  his  big  two  story  house  (said  to  be  the  only  brick 
house  in  the  town  of  Limington)  over  a  mile  up  the  worst  kind 
of  a  hill,  ‘Pine  Hill,’  by  ox  team.  I  don’t  know  in  what  year  the 
house  was  built;  it  is  now  occupied  by  the  fifth  generation. 

“The  Friends  used  to  call  it  ‘Quaker  Tavern.’  It  was  situated 
about  midway  between  the  two  Quaker  Meetings.  I  have  heard 
father  say  that  many  a  time  the  family  retired  as  usual,  and 
when  the  children  got  up  in  the  morning,  the  barns  and  sheds 
were  full  of  horses,  and  the  house  full  of  people,  as  many  as  forty. 

“Some  eight  years  ago  while  on  a  visit  to  the  ‘Old  Home,’  I 
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observed  the  unusually  pretty  arrangement  of  the  brick  work, 
like  which  I  have  never  seen  in  any  other  structure.  On  the  ends 
facing  East  and  West  every  7th  row  bricks  are  laid  all  ends.  On 
North  and  South  sides,  ends  are  placed  n  upright  stripings. 

“When  I  was  four  years  old,  Grandfather  Wingate  gave  me  an 
excellent  Daguerreotype  of  himsel  .  His  Quaker  family  were 
right  sore  over  his  worldly  ambition  to  have  a  ‘Likeness’.”

PART  IV 

NICHOLAS  FROST,  THE  APPRENTICE 

Note:  The  following  was  compiled  from  three  different  documents,  which  are 
conflicting.  The  two  Nicholases  might  be  thought  to  be  one  and  the  same  person, 
but  for  the  fact  that  “The  Constable”  was  in  evidence  as  early  as  1650,  while 
“The  Apprentice”  did  not  show  up  until  twelve  years  afterwards.  According  to 
one  of  the  said  documents,  it  was  “The  Constable”  who  was  known  as  “Beaver 
Trader,”  and  who  “sold  land  on  both  sides  of  the  river,”  and  according  to 
another,  it  was  “The  Apprentice.”  To  “make  confusion  worse  confounded,” 
both  their  wives  were  “Mary.”  That  of  the  “Apprentice”  is  said  to  have  been 
“the  sister  of  Edward  Small,”  that  of  the  “Constable,”  the  “daughter  of  Father 
Conley.” 

It  is  somewhat  uncertain  which  of  the  two  Nicholases  was  the  head  of  the 
genealogy  which  follows,  but  it  seemed  to  the  writer  that  the  “preponderance  of 
testimony”  was  in  favor  of  “The  Apprentice,”  and  he  so  recorded  it. 

By  an  indenture  dated  “Citty  of  Bristoll,,,  Mar.  25,  1662  and 
witnessed  by  the  Mayor,  Nicholas  Frost  binds  himself  to  Thomas 
Orchard,  “from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  untill  his  first  and 
next  arrival  at  New  England,  &  after,  for  &  during  the  term  of 
five  years  to  serve  in  such  service  &  imploymt  as  hee  the  sd 
Thomas  Orchard,  or  his  assigns  shall  there  imploy  him  according 
to  the  costome  of  the  Countrey  In  the  like  kind.  In  consieration 
wrof  the  said  Thomas  doth  hereby  covenant  &  grant  to  &  with 
the  sd  Nicholas  to  pay  for  his  passage,  to  find  &  allow  him  meat, 
drink,  apparell,  &  Lodging,  with  other  necessarys,  dureing  said 
term.”  At  the  end  “to  pay  accordding  to  the  costome  of  the 
country.” 

In  July,  1663,  Thomas  Orchard  assigns  Nicho:  Frost  over  to 
serve  William  Scadlock  for  four  years.  Scadlock  lived  on  the 
west  side  of  Sacoe  River  near  its  mouth. 

Scadlock,  with  the  consent  of  Nicholas  Frost,  assigned  him  to 
Francis  Littlefejld  the  Elder,  who  lived  in  Wells,  Me.,  next  to 
Joseph  Bolles  and  was  a  “Planter,”  or  “husbandman”;  and  was 
part  owner  in  a  saw  mill  and  corn  mill  at  Webhanett  Falls.  Little¬ 
fejld  had  an  apprentice  at  the  same  time,  who  was  to  serve  for 
eight  years,  receiving  board  and  clothes,  and  at  the  end  of  his 
term  to  have  “two  sujts  of  apparell  &  a  mayre  cowlt.” 

For  the  foregoing,  the  writer  is  indebted  to  a  paper  written  by 
Elizabeth  M.  Bartlett,  at  the  request  of  the  Eliot  Historical 
Society,  for  the  Maj.  Charles  Frost  memorial  exercises,  which 
were  held  July  5,  1897,  on  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
massacre  of  the  Major  by  the  Indians. 

“Nikholass  frost”  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  Massachusetts 
in  1669,  and  is  called  “The  Beaver  Trader.”  He  married  Mary 
Small,  sister  to  Edward.  She  was  born  about  1656,  since  on 
June  16,  1677,  she  deposed  that  she  was  “twenty-one  years  of 
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age  or  thereabouts.”  Nicholas  and  Mary  Frost  sold,  in  1674, 
land  on  both  sides  of  Salmon  Falls  Brook,  and  bought  land  in 
what  is  now  Upper  Eliot. 

June  9,  1693,  Ichabod  Plaisted  wrote  as  follows  to  Capt.  John 
Hill:  “Last  night  we  had  four  persons  carried  away  from  the 
garrison  by  the  Indians  and  one  wounded.  The  place  was  Sturgeon 
Creek.  And  those  carried  away  were  Nicholas  Frost’s  wife  and 
two  children  and  the  widow  Smith.”  Nicholas  Frost  was  himself 
captured  about  the  same  time.  It  seems  that  he,  his  wife  and 
children  all  escaped,  for  he  was  reported  “drowned”  in  1698, 
and  the  same  year  his  wife  was  licensed  to  keep  a  public  house 
of  entertainment.  All  of  their  children,  except  Mary,  lived  to 
marry. 

In  1707  his  widow,  Mary,  was  made  administratrix  of  her 
husband’s  estate,  “Nicholas  Frost,  late  of  Kittery,  deceased.” 
Samuel  Small  was  one  of  the  sureties. 

The  widow  must  have  died  about  1712,  since  on  Nov.  26  of 
that  year  administration  was  granted  to  “Bartholomew  Frost,  * 
Son  of  Nicholas  Frost,  late  of  Kittery,  yoeman,  deceased.” 

There  was  a  contemporary  and  neighboring  Nicholas  Frost, 
and  the  records  of  the  two  are  so  mixed  that  it  is  difficult  to 
determine  “which  is  which,”  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following: 

“From  1650  to  1685,  a  Nicholas  Frost  passed  a  busy  life  at 
Newichawanoke,  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  river,  as  he  was  the 
last  year  a  constable  at  Berwick.  He  was  quite  a  constant  factor 
in  the  court  entries,  for  an  opprobrious,  unruly  tongue,  for  unseemly 
and  violent  behavior,  for  intemperence  and  rioting.  His  wife, 
Mary,  who  seems  a  well-fitting  mate,  was  a  daughter  of  father 
Conley.  He  is  called  ‘Beaver  Trader,’  which  was  a  lucrative 
business  on  the  Salmon  Falls  River,  at  that  day.  In  1674  he  and 
his  wife,  Mary,  sold  to  George  Broughton,  land  Tying  on  both 
sides  the  Salmon  Falls  Newichawanoke  great  river’.”

He  was  the  son  of  Rev.  William  Screven,  who  was  driven  out 
of  the  province,  then  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts, 
for  recusancy  in  religious  matters. 
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As  Portsmouth  was  a  more  convenient  residence  than  Kittery, 
he  sold  his  Crooked  Lane  property  to  Diamond  Sargent,  and 
purchased  there,  Dec.  10,  1707,  a  house  from  George  Vaughan. 
In  January,  1708-09,  he  purchased  other  Portsmouth  property 
from  Thomas  Phipps  and  wife  Eleanor. 

Nicholas  and  his  wife  Dorothy  were  baptized  at  Portsmouth, 
Sept.  10,  1708.  She  died  about  June,  1713,  and  he  married, 
Dec.  3,  1714,  Sarah  Huntress.  He  died  in  1718,  and  on  June  13 
of  that  year  John  Nutter  was  paid  for  making  his  coffin.

PART  V 

THE  FROSTBURG  LINE 

JOSIAH  FROST  moved  from  New  Jersey  to  Alleghany  County, 
Maryland.  The  writer  has  no  record  of  his  parentage,  birth,  or 
marriage.  Since  his  wife  is  not  mentioned  in  his  will,  dated  March 
30,  1813,  she  probably  died  previously.  The  birth  date  is  given 
of  only  one  of  his  ten  children.  His  will  mentions  three  sons  in  the 
order  here  given,  then  seven  daughters,  but  there  is  no  evidence 
of  the  order  of  their  birth. 

John  W.  Frost  of  Indianapolis  says  that  he  heard  his  father 
state  that  the  emigration  was  from  New  England  and  that  the 
early  ancestor  came  from  England  in  the  seventeenth  century. 
It  is  quite  possible  that  Josiah  was  the  son  of  Josiah  and  Mary 
(Polk)  Frost,  born  in  Willington,  Conn.,  July  6,  1745,  but  the 
writer  has  no  evidence  whatever  that  such  was  the  fact. 

The  name  Josiah  is  common  in  only  one  line  of  Frosts.  The 
only  one  in  the  writer’s  records  who  could  have  been  the  father 
of  the  Frostburg  settlers  is  the  one  mentioned  above.  He  was 
of  the  fifth  generation  in  the  line  of  Elder  Edmund  Frost  of 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  with  the  genealogical  number  3173.  If  he 
was  the  head  of  this  line  the  number  3173  must  be  prefixed  to 
every  individual  in  it.  But,  as  stated,  the  writer  has  no  proof  that 
this  is  the  case.
